A frican-American lesbian 
Pat Norman became the 
first woman president of 
the San Francisco Police 
Commission, following the sud¬ 
den resignation of embattled at¬ 
torney John Keker as commis- % 
sion president last Wednesday, 

March 26. 

Openly gay man Ed Petrillo, 
the owner of the Fillmore Street 
gay bar Alta Plaza and co-owner 
of the upscale South of Market 
restaurant Eleven, was appoint¬ 
ed Thursday to fill one of three 
vacancies on the board. 

Dennis Herrera and well- 
knovfri criminal attorney George Walker were also appointed to seats 
on the commission, but Walker declined because he is frequently at¬ 
tacking police for their conduct as a defense attorney. 

Petrillo was out of town and unavailable for comment. 

“I’m honored and look forward to the challenges,” Norman told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I’m sorry John left, but I guess he did so based 
on his need to follow his own star.” 

Norman’s leadership on the commission is a good sign, said Jill Tre- 
gor of Intergroup Clearinghouse, a local hate violence reduction group. 

“I’m really happy that Pat Norman has been made president of 
the commission. She’s not afraid to sit down and talk to everyone 
and get them to the table and let them hash it out,” she said. 

Norman told the Bay Area Reporter that the commission remained 
committed to police disciplinary reform, despite Keker’s frustrations 
with the slowness of the process. 

Norman also said that thorough community input and discus¬ 
sion was “an essential part of that process,” even though she said 
much of the community criticism of the commission’s track iecord 
was “not accurate ” 

“We take our cases extremely seriously,” she said. “Our decisions 
are based on due process and the evidence. It’s not a political game. 
We follow the administrative code.”- 

Assault and pepper spray 

Keker had been under fire by police watchdog activists and civil 
rights groups for months over the commission’s failure to terminate

O n the second floor of Davies Hospital, in Room 213, 29-year- 
old Dean Knutson lies gasping, fighting an unknown AIDS-re¬ 
lated pneumonia. Ten liters of oxygen hiss into his clear plastic 
face mask as he slowly drowns, struggling to fill his clogged 
lungs with air. A nurse arrives and increases the morphine as the fam¬ 
ily gathers closely by the bed now, secretly hoping for signs of dete¬ 
rioration, signs of the end. They cannot bear to see any more thrash¬ 
ing, any more suffering. 

Six months ago, Dean failed his HIV antivirals. Three months ago, 
one of the new AIDS drugs awaiting approval might have helped turn 
his condition around. Perhaps DMP266, or Glaxo 1592, or Vertex’s 
new protease, or even BIS POM PMEA could have done the trick. 
But Dean could not have these drugs, try as he did to get them; his

There have been major advances 
in treatment of HIV. A larger 
number of medications are 
currently available for treatment 
and more are in development. 
However, there are still many 
questions to be answered. 

Even the experts have differing 
opinions as to the best way to 
use all of these new options. 

Currently, there are two 
schools of thought regarding 
antiretroviral treatment. 

Hit hard, hit early? 

One approach is to "hit hard, 
hit early." Because we now have 
new information about how 
quickly the HIV virus replicates

(or reproduces itself) from the 
very outset of infection, some 
experts believe that treatment 
should begin as an attack with 
the most intensive therapy 
possible. They feel that 
eliminating as much of the 
virus as possible as quickly as 
possible is the most important 
consideration. 

...or develop a 
sequencing strategy? 

However, many other experts 
feel that successful long-term 
HIV therapy requires more than 
strong medicine. These experts 
believe that a life-long treatment 
plan for HIV disease should 
include therapies that not only 
work, but which you can live 
with, as well. Since "drug 
holidays” can contribute to 
treatment failure, they are 
concerned that the side effects 


and demanding dosing schedules 
of some anti-HIV drugs could 
cause people to skip doses or 
take less than the proper amount 
of their medicine. While the risk 
posed by drug-resistant strains 
of HIV is not completely known, 
HIV specialists are also concerned 
that, if resistance develops to 
drugs used early in therapy, the 
virus could become less sensitive 
to future treatments too. 

Therefore, they recommend 
sequencing combinations of 
drugs, based on a number of 
factors, including an individual's 
symptoms, CD4 cell count and 
blood-level of HIV, previous 
treatments, lifestyle and future 
therapeutic options. 


Li fieri to Begin? 

The goal of therapy is staying 
healthy for as long as possible, 
and, over the long run, you'll 
use many different regimens. 
How do you plan effectively? 

You and your health care 
professional should design 
a personal treatment strategy. 
You'll need to look at the 
overall picture and develop 
a regimen based on your 
needs and your condition 
at different times. A regimen 
should be chosen based on 
several factors: 

• Efficacy (effectiveness, how 
well it works) 

• Tolerability (safety, risk of 
side effects) 

• Convenience (how well the 
dosing fits with your lifestyle) 

• Drug interactions (whether it 
can be used with other medica¬ 
tions you may be taking) 


• Sequencing (the expectation 
that there will be another 
drug to turn to as your needs 
change) 

Only by taking into consideration 
all the criteria can an effective, 
long-term HIV treatment strategy 
be developed.

Do Now...? 

The most important thing you 
can do is to take an active role 
in your treatment. You are 
your own best advocate. Ask 
questions. Work with your 
health care professional in 
making educated choices to 
develop an effective treatment 
strategy for the long term. 

Make the commitment to take 
your medication exactly as 
prescribed and stick to it. 

Plan for a healthy lifestyle 
incorporating proper nutrition 
and exercise. Be aware of 
current research results and 
new trends in treatment. Seek 
the support of family and friends, 
health care professionals, AIDS 
Service Organizations and other 
institutions.

Lambda plans Victory 
Celebration next week

T he smell of victory still 
lingers in the air, and the 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund is planning a vic¬ 
tory celebration - its biggest San 
Francisco event yet. 

Lambda’s “Spring Victory Cel¬ 
ebration” will take place next 
Thursday, April 10 at The City 
Club, located on the tenth floor of 
the Stock Exchange Tower at 155 
Sansome Street. 

The event is Lambda’s biggest 
West Coast fundraiser, and sever¬ 
al landmark victories in the last 
year give Lambda even more 
cause to celebrate. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Lesbian and Gay Freedom 
Band and Cheer San Francisco 
will be on hand to entertain 
guests and add to the celebratory 
atmosphere. 

“It’ll be more fun than usual, 
because of both the marching 
band and the cheerleaders,” said 
Charlie Spiegel, a San Francisco 
attorney and outgoing co-chair of 
the Lambda board of directors. 
“So it’s not just a big boring cock¬ 
tail party.” 

The band and cheerleaders will 
escort Lambda’s seventh annual 
San Francisco reception and din¬ 
ner’s honored guests: 

• Jamie Nabozny, who won a 
federal appeal and $900,000 trial 
settlement because officials at his 
former Wisconsin schools had re¬ 
fused to protect him from anti¬ 
gay violence by other students; 

• San Francisco attorney Clyde 
Wadsworth, a Lambda volunteer 
whose legal theories helped defeat 
Colorado’s anti-gay Amendment 
2 in the Romer v. Evans case; and 
• Individuals involved in the 
“Hawaii Gay Marriage Trial.” ' 
Kevin Cathcart, Lambda’s ex¬ 
ecutive director, said he was 
proud that Lambda served as co¬ 
counsel in each of these landmark 
cases. 

“These heroes were part of the 
biggest advances ever made for 
lesbian and gay civil rights,” he 
said. “These victories reshape the

law, but they do more even than 
that. They are moving society 
closer to the day when there will 
be no anti-gay amendments, 
when no one will face anti-gay vi¬ 
olence, and the freedom to marry 
will not be based on sexual orien¬ 
tation.” 

In addition to the evening’s 
honorees, Cathcart will present 
the newly elected co-chairs of 
Lambda’s board of directors, Gale 
Richards of San Francisco, and 
Shedrick Davis of Los Angeles. 

Celebrations and 
congratulations 

Brian Miller, western region 
development director for Lamb¬ 
da, told the Bay Area Reporter that 
the spring celebration in San 
Francisco gets bigger every year. 
This is the second year that din¬ 
ner is offered as part of the event. 
He agreed that this year’s would 
be even more special because of 
recent court victories. 

“It’s been an unbelievable year 
for Lambda, to have three victo¬ 
ries of the substantial importance 
that the Hawaii marriage case 
brings, Jamie’s case, and Romer v. 
Evans," Miller said. 

Spiegel said the annual spring 
event has been important for es¬ 
tablishing a broad base of support 


for Lambda in San Francisco. 

“It’s the one time of year we’re 
able to reach out to our donors 
and tell them about our victories 
in our legal program,” Spiegel 
said. 

The events on hand this year 
will make for a special celebra¬ 
tion, Spiegel said. Lambda already 
has a congratulatory proclama¬ 
tion from the San Francisco 
School Board for Nabozny, and 
Spiegel said Lambda is also trying 
to get him an honorary high 
school diploma. The San Francis¬ 
co school board will consider the 
request for a diploma next Tues¬ 
day, April 8. 

This special recognition comes 
to Nabozny in lieu of what he did 
not receive from his own school 
in Wisconsin. 

“[Jamie’s] school district was 
ordered to indicate that he had 
finished high school successfully,” 
Spiegel said. “But they weren’t or¬ 
dered to give him a diploma. He 
has a GED.” 

Spiegel said these legal victo¬ 
ries and many others in recent 
months indicate a growing solid 
base of support for lesbian and 
gay civil rights, not just from 
judges but from juries as well. 

“That’s a big change in the 
movement,” Spiegel said. “The 
fact that we’re not just persuading 
one ‘liberal judge,’ but we’re per¬ 
suading six to twelve people in 
places like the Florida panhandle 
and Wisconsin. So it’s totally ex¬ 
citing that we, as a movement, are 
translating this into something 
that ordinary people see is un¬ 
just.” ▼ 


The Lambda Victory 
Celebration reception begins at 
5:30 p.m., with remarks at

p.m. Ticket prices range from

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Bellefountaine sues USF 

With Supervisor Katz as his counsel

W hile many lesbian and 
gay community leaders 
and activists are extreme¬ 
ly critical of ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co member Michael Bellefoun¬ 
taine, at least one San Francisco 
lesbian political leader is defend¬ 
ing him - literally. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz repre¬ 
sents Bellefountaine in an AIDS 
discrimination lawsuit against the 
University of San Francisco. The 
suit was filed in mid-January in 
U.S. District Court for the North¬ 
ern District. It has been scheduled 
for an April 2 settlement confer¬ 
ence, but Katz told the Bay Area 
Reporter she is prepared to pro¬ 
ceed to trial if negotiations fail in 
the case. 

“Hopefully we’ll get it re¬ 
solved,” she said. “In a nutshell, 
this is a case of employment dis¬ 
crimination. We allege that 
Michael Bellefountaine was ter¬ 
minated based on his HIV status 
from his position as a secretary.” 

The lawsuit alleges that Belle- 
fountaine* who worked in the pri¬ 
vate Roman Catholic university’s 
Annual Giving Department, was 
continuously subjected to dis¬ 
criminatory comments about his 
sexual orientation by the depart¬ 
ment’s co-director, and that confi¬ 
dentiality regarding his HIV sta¬ 
tus was violated. 

Bellefountaine was diagnosed 
as HIV-positive in December 
1994, according to the lawsuit, 
and after he informed his super¬ 
visor Toni Tschann of his status, 
“notwithstanding [his] request, 
defendant Tschann ... told one or 
more people including USF per¬ 
sonnel.” 

No sympathy 

Shortly after Tschann allegedly 
violated Bellefountaine’s privacy, 
Kathi McNamara, the director of 
the USF department, “in front of 
other USF personnel told plaintiff 
that she did not want him to 
come near her, for fear that her 
unborn child might become in¬ 
fected with plaintiff’s HIV,” Katz 
alleged in the complaint. 

In a related incident, USF Vice 
President of Development David 
MacMillan allegedly told Belle¬ 
fountaine in a conversation that 
he “had no sympathy for people 
with HIV because they could have 
prevented it.” 

“MacMillan stated that people 
with HIV are either stupid or 
want to die,” according to the fed¬ 
eral complaint. 

The lawsuit also details that 
when another co-worker quit at 
the department - and after Belle¬ 
fountaine took over her duties - 
he informed McNamara of his in¬ 
tention to apply for the job, but 
was asked not to. 

According to the complaint, 
McNamara told Bellefountaine 
that it might not be such a good 
idea. According to the suit, she re¬ 
sponded, “What if someone, a 
donor, says something about your 
sexuality, you knpw, you won’t be 
able to confront or challenge 
them.” 

Bellefountaine was also told to 
get a letter from his physicians 
stating he should be on longterm 
disability, even though he could 
continue working. 

He filed union grievances over 
the issue - but later discovered 
that the cash settlement over the 
issues with USF were less than 


agreed upon, the lawsuit alleges. 

Bellefountaine was terminated 
from his position in June 1995, 
during a meeting in which he was 
trying to challenge a yearly job 
evaluation which “was not accu¬ 
rate” and inconsistent with prior 
evaluations, according to the law¬ 
suit. 

Bellefountaine is well-known 
in the San Francisco gay commu¬ 
nity for his confrontational style 
in ACT UP/SF demonstrations. 
He was diagnosed with AIDS in 
November 1995, according to the 
lawsuit. 

USF had no immediate com¬ 
ment on the lawsuit, which seeks 
in excess of $25,000 punitive and 
general damages for causes of ac¬ 
tion that include defamation, 
anti-Semitic religious discrimina¬ 
tion, and violations of privacy, the 
federal Americans With Disabili¬ 
ties Act, and California state sexu¬ 
al orientation discrimination pro¬ 
tections. ▼

Nurses group denounces 
Kaiser closures

T he Public Safety Committee of the Oakland City Council is 
discussing the pending closure of Kaiser Permanente’s large 
Oakland Medical Center, one of several closures critics say 
could cause a healthcare crisis. 

Rose Ann DeMoro, executive director of the California Nurs¬ 
es Association, said Tuesday, April 1 that Kaiser’s plan to close in¬ 
patient and emergency services in Oakland by*mid-1998 will ac¬ 
celerate a growing crisis of available healthcare services in the 
East Bay. 

DeMoro says healthcare has lost its significance, and people 
can no longer rely on local services as a public good. 

DeMoro says, “Now you have institutions called hospitals that 
cherry-pick services to provide. We have less at a time when there 
is no legislation to force healthcare to occur in all communities ” 
The debate over hospital consolidation has gained momen¬ 
tum in the weeks following reports that at least three patients 
died after long delays in transport from Kaiser’s Richmond hos¬ 
pital, which cut emergency services in 1995. 

DeMoro says Kaiser closures in Oakland and Martinez will 
create a regional problem, but that the issue will increasingly be¬ 
come a nationwide dilemma as Kaiser markets itself as a model of 
the healthcare business. 

The Nurses Association has filed a complaint with the De¬ 
partment of Corporations asking it to intervene. 

Investigations are also underway by the Department of Health 
Services into the problems of access to emergency care in Alame¬ 
da and Contra Costa counties. ▼

Leal stands firm as 
board’s finance chair 

All San Franciscans benefit from her work

A fter she was sworn in as 
president of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors 
in January, Barbara Kaufman said 
there was no question in her mind 
about which supervisor she would 
name to chair the board’s finance 
committee. Supervisor Susan Leal 
clearly has the experience and 
background in finance; Kaufman 
said no one else on the board has 
a similar business background. 

Leal is also a Latina lesbian and 
has successfully built bridges be¬ 
tween the many communities in 
the city. The Latino community 
must accept her as a lesbian, while 
the gay and lesbian community 
must accept her as a woman of 
color, noted fellow Latina lesbian 
Alicia Lara. 

Most importantly, Leal has 
stood firm when necessary to get a 
better deal for all San Franciscans, 
observers said. 

A prime example of that was 
the 11-point set of conditions she 
negotiated with the 49ers in Feb¬ 
ruary. The football team must 
meet all of them before the city 
sells a single note to finance the 
stadium-mall project if approved 
by voters in June. 

“She held her ground. 1 mean 
she really held her ground,” Kauf¬ 
man told the B.A.R. “She had a lot 
to do with getting a better 49er 
agreement.” 

With the city’s 1997-98 budget 
hearings starting later this spring, 
the hard part hasn’t started yet, 
Kaufman said, adding, “She’s 
done a wonderful job so far.” 

Kaufman and Supervisor 
Amos Brown serve with Leal on 
the committee. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz, the 
board’s other lesbian, said she ap¬ 
preciates serving with Leal. The 
two have worked together on leg¬ 
islation, such as Katz’s proposal for 
widespread condom distribution. 
Leal and Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano are among the co-sponsors. 

Prior to becoming a supervi¬ 
sor, Leal worked in Sacramento 
and twice developed the state’s $4 
billion health budget in the early 
1980s. She also ran a successful 
business with 1,500 employees for 
ten years. 

“I have done budgets, large 
budgets,” Leal said. 

The finance committee hears 
every piece of legislation that has 


a dollar amount attached to it, she 
explained. Kaufman revamped 
most of the board’s committees, 
including finance, which has more 
power than before when it was 
known as the budget committee. 

“It’s exciting because there’s 
some significant policy that’s de¬ 
cided at the committee level,” Leal 
said in an interview with the 
B.A.R. “The committee often 
sends the first message to the rest 
of the board on numerous issues.” 

Something for queers 

Since all city contracts and 
leases come before the finance 
committee, Leal is able to make 
sure they are in compliance with 
the city’s domestic partner benefit 
law, which goes into effect June 1. 

Compliance with the law has 
already been an issue with United 
Airlines, and the Archbishop of 
San Francisco. Agreements were 
negotiated with both that include 
providing benefits to domestic 
partners. In the case of United, the 
airline has two years to come into 
compliance. 

Leal is also a strong supporter 
of the Community Center Pro¬ 
ject’s (CCP) planned lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender community

A public hearing to discuss 
rules and procedures for 
the city’s new domestic 
printer benefit law will be held by 
the Human Rights Commission 
on Thursday, April 10 at City Hall.

Mayor Willie Brown 
directed the HRC to implement 


center and supports public fund¬ 
ing for the project. She organized 
an early meeting with queers of 
color and the CCP board of direc¬ 
tors to help create a dialogue 
about the importance of diversity 
throughout the planning, con¬ 
struction, and operation phases of 
the project. 

Mark Leno, the CCP board 
member who’s co-chairing a $2.5 
million capital campaign, is im¬ 
pressed with Leal. 

“She’s a native San Franciscan 
and brings with her a deep-seeded 
love for the city. She’s worked es¬ 
pecially hard on economic issues 
affecting the Mission District and 
she has a great love for the gay and 
lesbian community,” Leno told 
the B.A.R. 

During the upcoming city bud¬ 
get process, Leal will be in a posi¬ 
tion to oversee many budgets that 
are of critical importance to the 
gay community such as the De¬ 
partment of Public Health and the 
Department of Human Services. 

Demand treatment 

There is one issue that is a top 
priority for Leal - getting a sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment on demand 
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the new law. 

Under the law, businesses that 
contract-with the city must pro¬ 
vide benefits to domestic partners 
of employees if those benefits are 
provided to spouses. 

Since the December meeting, 
the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce has announced that its 
member businesses can take ad¬ 
vantage of a new healthcare bene¬ 
fits package that provides cover¬ 
age to domestic partners. ▼

HRC hearing on domestic 
partner benefit law's rules

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Muni bus driving basher 
gets 90 days behind bars

C onvicted gaybasher and 
Muni bus driver Wardy Jou- 
bert received a county jail 
term of 90 days for his crime, plus 
200 hours of community service 
to be served in a lesbian and gay 
agency, and three years of proba¬ 
tion, on Thursday, March 27. 

The sentence, handed down by 
retired Superior Court Judge Jack 
Berman, was vehemently criti¬ 
cized for its leniency by the pros¬ 
ecution, the victim’s attorney, hate 
violence experts, and lesbian and 
gay community leaders. 

Berman briefly criticized pros¬ 
ecutors from the bench for seek¬ 
ing a four-year state prison sen¬ 
tence for Joubert, saying that the 
state should not “fight evil with 
evil,” and noting that Joubert had 
never been arrested before in his 
life. 

Joubert was given a month to 
get his affairs settled, and was or¬ 
dered to surrender to the court on 
May 1 to begin the three-month 
sentence at San Bruno County Jail. 

Muni disciplinary proceedings 
against Joubert in connection 
with the crime are underway, ac¬ 
cording to Muni spokesperson 
Sharyn Saslafsky. 

Community United Against 
Violence Executive Director 
Lester Olmstead-Rose excoriated 
Berman for sentencing Joubert to 
a term of community service in a 
lesbian and gay agency. 

“It’s highly inappropriate to 
send a violent, obnoxious, out-of¬ 
control, and dangerous homo¬ 
phobe into a lesbian and gay 
agency— as if we have the re¬ 
sponsibility to teach him to keep 
his fists to himself,” he said. 

“I’m shocked that Judge 


Berman would think that it would 
ever, I mean ever, be an appropri¬ 
ate thing to do with someone who 
has perpetrated hate violence.” 

Between buses 

Joubert was dressed in a Muni 
Railway uniform and transferring 
between buses last July when he 
attacked Muni patron Sunny 
Vukic after Vukic’s lover briefly 
kissed him on the cheek as he was 
getting off the Sutter Street bus. 

Although initial Muni state¬ 


ments indicated he was off duty, 
Joubert said in a pre-sentence let¬ 
ter to the court that he was on 
duty and transferring between 
buses. 

According to eyewitnesses, 
Joubert called the pair “faggots,” 
threatened to kill Vukic, and made 
anti-gay religious statements such 
as, “Don’t you read the Bible? 
Where are your morals?” 

After Vukic told Joubert to 
shut up, eyewitnesses said Joubert 
claimed the authority to order the 
gay men off the bus, challenged 
Vukic to a fight, then repeatedly 


slugged the victim. Vukic’s leg was 
injured after Joubert grabbed and 
twisted it in an effort to pull him 
from his seat. 

Although he suffered no bro¬ 
ken bones in the attack, Vukic 
continues to suffer physical in¬ 
juries, including spinal disc prob¬ 
lems, according to his attorney 
Thomas Ray, and will probably be 
unable to practice his manipula¬ 
tive physical therapy profession. 

“It was a very hateful, deliber¬ 
ate and violent attack,” Vukic 


wrote in a statement to the judge. 
“As the court is aware, this result¬ 
ed in significant emotional and 
physical harm, which is still af¬ 
fecting me and my career today.” 

The District Attorney’s office is 
seeking to make state prison 
mandatory for such hate crimes. 

Although the attack happened 
last July, Joubert was not relieved 
of his driving duties and assigned 
a desk job until last December 13, 
when the Bay Area Reporter raised 
policy questions about his assign¬ 
ment as a floater driver assigned 
to any Muni line as needed. T

Women of color confab 
to be held at UC Berkeley 

What began as a class project now serves 
to empower others 12 years later

U niversity of California, 
Berkeley’s graduate student 
group is hosting the 12th 
annual Empowering Women of 
Color Conference next Saturday, 
April 12. The event is the longest- 
running conference of its kind in 
the country, said Robyn Ro¬ 
driguez, workshop coordinator. 

Last year, more than 300 peo¬ 
ple attended the conference, Ro¬ 
driguez said. She explained the 
program’s goal is to allow women 
of color to share strategies and in¬ 
formation on ways they can im¬ 
prove and enhance their lives. 

The event is open to the public 
and is modestly priced at $10-15 
for non-students; students and se¬ 
niors get a discount. UC Berke¬ 
ley’s Graduate Women’s Project is 
hosting the conference. 

Building bridges between aca¬ 
demic and community women of 
color is promoted, in an effort to 
assist women in sharing resources 


and vision that will empower 
them at all levels of society. 

“It allows women of color 
from diverse backgrounds to 
come together and collectively re¬ 
sist and struggle against the sys¬ 
tems of race, class, gender, age, 
and sexuality which impact our 
lives,” Rodriguez said. 

Sexuality workshops 

Organizers describe the con¬ 
ference as a place for women of 
color to talk with each other as 
they seek solutions to a myriad of 
issues. Among them are child 
care, healthcare, domestic vio¬ 
lence, job security, and immigra¬ 
tion. 

“In today’s current political 
climate, forums such as these be¬ 
come all the more critical for all 
women of color,” Rodriguez said. 

Several workshops are 
planned, including sessions that 
will explore issues of sexuality; 
lesbians of color and communi¬ 
ties; motherhood for lesbian and 
bisexual women of color; and un¬ 


learning racism, sexism, and het¬ 
erosexism. 

Other subjects expected to be 
discussed involve activism, affir¬ 
mative action, women and their 
personal finances, and spirituality. 

African-American poet Nikki 
Giovanni will deliver the keynote 
address. Giovanni has written 
more than 14 volumes of poetry, 
Rodriguez said. 

Empowering Women of Color 
began as a class project for the 
student-initiated and student-run 
“Women of Color in the United 
States” course UC Berkeley of¬ 
fered 12 years ago.

JH few discerning readers may have al- 
j|J| ready noticed by the line on this 
mm issue’s front page that the Bay Area 
Reporter is in its 27th year, as of this week. 
We assume the arrival of the Hale-Bopp 
comet and accompanying hysteria is just a 
coincidence. 

The most obvious example of the hyste¬ 
ria is, of course, the Heaven’s Gate calamity 
(the second one, not the multimillion-dollar 
flop movie of the same name - but who 
could doubt for a second that these cultists 
were nuts, considering they named their 
Holy dogma after a Hollywood dog?). For it 
to be the mass media’s favorite story is quite 
an accomplishment, considering the Okla¬ 
homa City bombing trial, the JonBenet case, 
the Cosby murder, and this week’s Wall 
Street freefall - but this tale of a celibate pos¬ 
sibly homosexual defrocked ex-seminarian 
leading his castrated flock in Nike shoes to a 
waiting spaceship has what the media calls 
“legs.” Whoever has the movie rights to the 
Heaven’s Gate story is soon to be a very rich 
person. But what will they call it? 

Why does this story have a resonance 
with the American people that is so different 
from other mass suicide stories? The Jon¬ 
estown slaughter horrified virtually every¬ 
one, whereas the orderly exit in San Diego 
has made several people almost wistful as 
they attempt to understand it. Of course, no 
one ever will. Perhaps the cultists were right 
all along, and they’re trailing behind the 
comet right now, free of the pains and sor¬ 
rows of ordinary life. But they’re in eternity, 
in Nike shoes, and what are they going to do 
when those shoes go out of style? 

We’ll stick with life on this planet for 
now, difficult as that can be. 

Which is a thought that has been occur¬ 
ring to more and more people living with 
HIV lately. As life expectancies increase, so 


do many of the needs of HIV¬ 
positive people. Housing has be¬ 
come more evident as a pressing concern 
- possibly the pressing need, after the 
drugs that keep them alive - 
and the steadily lowering 
turnover rate is a cause for 
both rejoicing (because it sig¬ 
nals survival of those PWAs already housed) 
and despair (because is spells doom for 
those waiting). There are other concerns, as 
well: some Social Security benefits are only 
attainable after surviving the disease a cou¬ 
ple of years past diagnosis; ten years ago 
that meant most PWAs would never have 
access to them, but that has changed. Insur¬ 
ance is another concern for people with 
HIV - and not just the selling of it, but the 


purchase, which is an option many 
don’t know they have. 

This issue we’ve put together 
( some articles about some of those 
concerns in a special section. 
We hope it explains some op¬ 
tions and gives our HIV-posi- 
tive readers and friends an 
extra dose of hope. 

But before we are accused again of sug¬ 
gesting the epidemic is over, we suggest 
everyone read Jeff Getty’s remembrance of a 
fallen comrade in the fight against AIDS, on 
the front page. Dean Knutson’s death shows 
how far we really are from the day we con¬ 
quer the virus or corporate greed. Every 
AIDS death is one too many, and they’re still 
happening all over the world. ▼

L ast year, gay Republicans in the Log 
Cabin Club’s Washington office 
worked long and hard to persuade 
Congressional Republicans, particularly 
Senator Arlen Spector and Representative 
John Porter, to support massive funding in¬ 
creases for the AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram (ADAP). Log Cabin did so because it 
believes that the highest priority in Federal 
AIDS care should be to make the new ther¬ 
apy advances available to all Americans with 
HIV. The increase earmarked for ADAP was 
essential because most states have very lim¬ 
ited resources for treatment and care. Many 
states have been slow to offer the new pro¬ 
tease drugs to ADAP recipients. 

In the fall of 1996, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation and its for-profit Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. lobbyist (The Sheridan Group) 
persuaded Representative Nancy Pelosi and 
the Clinton Administration to reduce the 
proposed ADAP funding by $50 million - 
or half of the $100 million recommended 
increase. 

The $50 million diverted from ADAP 
was spread proportionally across all Ryan 
White Programs, but the big losers were the 
desperately underfunded state ADAP pro¬ 
grams, and the People Living with 
AIDS/HIV who depend on ADAP medica¬ 
tions. 

This resulted in a firestorm of criticism 
across the national AIDS community. Here 
in San Francisco, PWAs and their advocates 
began asking hard questions about SFAF 
and its leadership. Many community groups 
that once supported SFAF, including the 
Log Cabin Republican Club of San Francis¬ 
co, are reassessing. 

Log Cabin is deeply disturbed that SFAF 
would use its lobbying money and clout in 
narrowly self-interested ways, and hold 
PWAs hostage to its bureaucracies and po¬ 
litical agendas. 

SFAF shows little interest in building 
consensus in the AIDS community, or in 
working with other national and local AIDS 


organizations and leaders. Its involvement 
with others seems to be more for gathering 
money and intelligence than consensus and 
cooperation. The top leadership of SFAF 
appears to have become a small, isolated 
clique of mostly HIV-negative straight peo¬ 
ple who have little interest in working with 
the community they claim to serve. Because 
of SFAF’s wealth and lobbying power, they 
have influence far beyond their actual sup¬ 
port in the AIDS community. 

SFAF spends far too much of its money 
on policy and advocacy. We particularly ob¬ 
ject to SFAF’s waging political and ideo¬ 
logical crusades that are at best pe¬ 
ripheral to AIDS. For example, SFAF 
lavishly spent desperately-needed 
resources opposing Governor Wil¬ 
son’s immigration initiative and 
last fall’s affirmative action initia¬ 
tive. In 1994, SFAF policy and lob¬ 
bying made passage of the 
single-payer medical care 
initiative its top priority; 
that initiative lost by a 
margin of three to one. Is 
it wise to spend AIDS money supporting 
sure losers? 

Log Cabin believes that the attention fo¬ 
cused on SFAF Executive Director Pat 
Christen is an unfortunate distraction from 
the deeper problem with SFAF. The removal 
of Christen, a mere symbol of SFAF’s dis¬ 
junction, by itself would change little. 
What’s needed are fresh faces on the board 
and in management who better understand 
and represent the community. Further¬ 
more, SFAF’s termination of their lobbying 
arrangements with Sheridan Group is long 
overdue. And we believe full disclosure of 
all policy and lobbying expenditures, past 
and present, is essential to reform. The by¬ 
laws of the non-profit SFAF permit up to 
49% of the board members to receive pay¬ 
ments under contracts signed by Pat Chris¬ 
ten. We also believe that conflicts of inter¬ 
est by members of the board of directors 
and management of SFAF should be fully 
disclosed to the public so that all will know 
where there is a conflict of interest. 

The Log Cabin Republican Club of San 


Francisco is deeply concerned about the 
quality of services SFAF provides to PWAs 
here in San Francisco. One of the greatest 
needs of a person unable to work because 
of AIDS is affordable housing. Through its 
Centralized Housing and Information Ser¬ 
vices (CHIPS) program, SFAF provides 
subsidized housing (on the same basis as 
Section 8 vouchers) to about 1,000 PWAs, 
and has a waiting list of approximately 
4,600! Forty-six hundred PWAs receive no 
housing help but are told to wait until one 
of the thousand dies. Date of application for 
CHIPS determines priority. A PWA making 
$21,450 per year has the same priority as a 
PWA with a $600 monthly income. 

The AIDS community and the 
sp*. Log Cabin Republican Club of 
~ San Francisco urge that 
HOPWA funds and Ryan White 
funds be used for partial rental 
subsidies similar to those 
granted by the AIDS 
Emergency Fund (AEF) 
under a CARE contract. 
AEF received a one-time 
contract for $562,392 and provided one¬ 
time rental assistance grants to 1,070 PWAs 
(through $500 payments to their land¬ 
lords), so PWAs were allowed to stay in their 
present homes. AEF ran out of this money 
in December 1996. 

San Francisco must do whatever is nec¬ 
essary to eliminate the resistance, both at 
SFAF and at the Redevelopment Agency, to 
the idea of using HOPWA funds for rental 
subsidies. Los Angeles County allocates 
50% of its HOPWA funds for partial rental 
subsidies of $1,500 per year to about 2,000 
PWAs. These awards are prioritized by in¬ 
come. We urge that the highly paid SFAF 
staff lobby the San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors and Redevelopment Agency to use 
all HOPWA funds for one-time rental sub¬ 
sidies for PWAs. 

The Log Cabin Republican Club of San 
Francisco believes that these changes in 
SFAF’s AIDS programs and policies are nec¬ 
essary to face the changing AIDS pandemic 
and to better help San Franciscans who are 
living with AIDS. ▼ 
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A major hole 

Ignoring the fact that Jim Provenzano misuses his 

Sports column (2/27) to rant about losing his job 
as an interviewer on the Multicultural Men’s Health 
Study, one point he raises seems to corroborate a 
nasty rumor that has been circulating in the commu¬ 
nity. Can it be true that a study of this importance — 
a $3.5 million grant from the feds to gather detailed 
data on the health of 5,500 gay and bisexual men in 
the four largest metropolitan areas of the country - 
neglects to ask a single question about tobacco use? I 
had heard that from several of my gay male friends 
who were interviewed and could not believe it. To¬ 
bacco kills more gay men than AIDS. How could re¬ 
searchers Joe Catania and Ron Stall, well-respected 
for the caliber of their previous work, overlook such 
an obvious threat to the health of our brothers? I’d 
like to know what they were thinking when they 
chose to ask questions about the use of alcohol, mar¬ 
ijuana, heroin, and many other drugs far less preva¬ 
lent in the community, while ignoring tobacco com¬ 
pletely. What a major hole in an effort that purports 
to be the definitive study on gay men’s health. 

As a lesbian working in healthcare, I am aware of 
the lack of attention paid to the epidemic of tobacco 
addiction among LGBTs. We need good research on 
the tobacco-related habits of lesbians and gay men to 
mount effective campaigns to prevent the next gen¬ 
eration of queers from premature tobacco-related ill¬ 
ness and death. What a missed opportunity for gay 
and bisexual men.

‘Prevention and education’ empires 

I keep wondering where all the money for AIDS 
prevention is going and what the citizens of this 
country are getting from this massive investment. 

Within the context of HIV and AIDS, there is lit¬ 
tle research to contradict the following: 

No unsafe sex is possible between sero-concordant 
partners. Two HIV- partners cannot produce sero¬ 
conversion between themselves, regardless of what 
they do. Two HIV+ partners cannot produce sero¬ 
conversion between themselves, regardless of what 
they do. They can, of course, have unprotected sex, 
but that is still not unsafe sex. There is no research to 
substantiate the theory that they could become in¬ 
fected to an additional strain of the HIV virus 
through these activities. 

A pair consisting of both HIV- and HIV+ partners 
can have unsafe sex, that is, can produce seroconver¬ 
sion in the previously uninfected partner, but only by 
engaging in unprotected penis-anal or penis-vaginal 
sex. Talking about “unsafe” sex outside this specific 
context has little or no scientific foundation. Self- 
styled AIDS Prevention Experts and their excessively 
well-funded agencies which do so are basing their no¬ 
tions on non-scientific speculation, personal theories 
and conjectures, social anti-erotic bias, political pres¬ 
sures and fears, funding source requirements, and ca¬ 
reerism. 

What about oral sex? There are very few people (6- 
10) in North America who claim to have serocon- 
verted by blowing someone and who also claim that 
they have not engaged in anal/vaginal sex nor in using 
needles, etc. How many episodes of fellatio can we 
guess to have occurred on this continent in the past 
15 years, between hetero couples as well as gay ones? 
Easily over 150 million total, I would think (which is 
only 10 million per year). Let’s just say that these 10 
people are all telling the truth, a doubtful premise. 
That puts the risk of seroconversion from blowing 
someone substantially lower than the odds of win¬ 
ning the California “Super Lotto” lottery - which is 
about 13 million to one in each drawing. The risk of 
being stuck by lightning is about 4 million to one in 
any one year. Give me a break. 

Dental dams? These have nothing at all to do with 
HIV seroconversion. 

Why have the AIDS Prevention Experts not pro¬ 
vided such information directly and clearly to one 
and all, years ago? Why is this money not going into 
relevant research instead of funding the dissemina¬ 
tion of unfounded theories and prejudices and at¬ 
tempts to intervene in the consenting sexual interac¬ 
tions of gay citizens? Only for the reasons listed above, 
so far as I have been able to discern - the building and 
controlling of “prevention and education” empires 
merely for the sake of career, power, and money.

If I remember cor¬ 
rectly, our movement is supposed to be about coming 
out and living free from the lies and deception. This 
attitude of intolerance of sexuality requires that we 
be ashamed of our lives and the way we choose to live 
them. The problem is really a problem of people in¬ 
vading other people’s personal lives. It’s not about us 
changing our behavior, it’s about the government and 
judgmental persons minding their own business. 

San Francisco is a place where gay men experience 
relentless attacks on our culture by businesses and 
government institutions and other citizens. We are at¬ 
tacked by homophobes on the streets, our city parks 
have been decimated by a calculated attempt to re¬ 
strict cruising by cutting down all foliage. Pri¬ 
vate businesses have entrapped gay men 
| and harassed others for simply appearing 
to cruise toilets. For more than a decade, 
we have had no bathhouses, and our so- 
called “sex clubs” are a disgrace when 
compared to legitimate gay saunas and 
clubs in other cities throughout the 
Western world. My first sexual experi¬ 
ence was in a Sears toilet in 1961 at the 
age of 12, when my peers were necking at 
the back of the bus. What is required of me in all of 
America, including San Francisco, is that I be 
ashamed to talk about my life. The truth is we are still 
trying to be the best little boys in the world. I per¬ 
sonally don’t need the approval of those who disap¬ 
prove of my life. In case you haven’t noticed, things 
are so bad here that one is afraid to talk about ado¬ 
lescent sexuality for fear of being labeled a pedophile. 
How can we celebrate our pride in such an atmos¬ 
phere? 

In Ger¬ 
many, gay men have defended their right to have 
cruising parks as a gay cultural phenomenon. The po¬ 
lice are only allowed to arrest fag-bashers. Sex behind 
a bush or in a toilet stall is considered private. It is 
also allowed to sunbathe nude in city parks in the 
middle of most major German cities. The gay culture 
is defined by a unified and nonjudgmental gay com¬ 
munity in respect to sexuality, and searching for or 
entrapping people for sex is not tolerated. The point 
I keep trying to make is that the American perspective 
of the world is not the only one, and in many cases 
not the best. It’s time for us to take some lessons from 
our gay and lesbian brothers and sisters in the rest of 
the world.

CAEARful relationship 

In an article that appeared in the February 27 
B.A.R., “SF activist asks for state investigation of AIDS 
PAC,” questions were raised about the Cities Advo¬ 
cating Emergency AIDS Relief (CAEAR) Coalition’s 
relationship with The Sheridan Group (TSG) during 
the first six months of 1996 and the Coalition’s on¬ 
going advocacy activities. 

In the summer of 1995, CAEAR decided to em¬ 
bark on a comprehensive strategic planning process 
to chart the Coalition’s future. Some of the outcomes 
of the strategic plan were: a decision to hire our first 
staffperson, identify a fiscal agent, and to suspend our 
contractual relationship with TSG until these actions 
had been finalized. Consequently, from January-June 
1996, the Coalition did not engage TSG. 

In July of 1997 [sic], the CAEAR Coalition signed 
a contract with TSG to provide a limited range of 
professional governmental relations services. In Oc¬ 
tober of 1997 [sic], the CAEAR Coalition hired our 
first full-time staff member, H. Alexander Robinson, 
who serves as the Administrator of Federal Affairs. 

During the hiatus in the TSG contract with the 
Coalition, we were extremely active in federal AIDS 
advocacy activities. During this period, the CARE Act 
went into final negotiations for reauthorization si¬ 
multaneous with critically important appropriations 
advocacy related to the nationwide crises in the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Programs. CAEAR’s work in both ef¬ 
forts was instrumental in mobilizing Title I con¬ 
sumers/providers nationwide and Congressional 
members. We pressed for the passage of the Ryan 
White CARE Reauthorization Act, and supported the 
1996 supplemental appropriation to the ADAPs. 

• The CAEAR Coalition believes that elected offi¬ 
cials should be rigorously educated about the needs of 
people with AIDS and held accountable at every turn 
for their activities related to FIIV care and public pol¬ 
icy. Many of the Coalition’s activities are designed to 
focus the attention of members of Congress on the 
needs of our nation’s hardest hit urban areas - like 
the San Francisco Bay Area. However, the CAEAR 
Coalition has no relationship with the AIDS PAC, or 
any other political organization. 

The continued support of consumers and service 
organizations in the Bay Area is important to the fed¬ 
eral policy work of the CAEAR Coalition. The Coali¬ 
tion has always supported the Bay Area from attacks 
by misinformed AIDS advocates who suggest that San 
Francisco is overfunded or should have its funding 
slashed. We will continue to advocate on behalf of San 
Francisco and the other 48 Title I cities to increase 
funding in all of the Titles of the CARE Act - and to 
support local community processes as they evaluate 
and transform their service mix to respond to the new 
and ever-changing needs of people living with HIV 
disease. I trust that this will help answer any questions 
about San Francisco’s investment in the consistently 
successful efforts of the CAEAR Coalition.

“the nation’s only post to welcome open gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgender veterans.” 

Page 13, in the “Get Centered!” ad, “Serving the 
needs of the lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
communities.” Page 16, article by Vicky Kolakowski, 
“...done to promote gay, lesbian, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender inclusion.” 

Page 21, Cynthia Laird really lays it out, using, 
“The future of gay and lesbian community centers; 
Northern California Lesbian and Gay Community 
Centers; The Gay and Lesbian Alliance in San Luis 
Obispo; Richard Burns, executive director of the Les¬ 
bian and Gay Community Services Center in New 
York City; Kerry Lobel, Executive Director of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force!” 

Why this confusion as to what our identity is as a 
gay person or gay people? It seems the lesbians want 
to have their identity ahead of the word gay. Plus, it 
seems it’s up to the person contributing the article, as 
to what our identity is. Why can’t all gay people go 
under that entitlement, and if you seek your own 
identity after that, so be it! 

Other references such as these continue on pages 
22,25,26, and the last page with the “Power Of One” 
ad. Perhaps we could take the Rainbow Card’s slogan 
of “The Power Of One” to truly be just that, rather 
than split into all our own identities.

T here are certainly those who 
would tell us that one 
“Mayor Brown” in the Bay 
Area is more than enough, but are 
we ready for two ? Some of my 
friends in Oakland (that’s a city in 
the East Bay, population: 384,000) 
are saying that former California 
Governor Edmund “Jerry” 
Brown, a resident of that city for 
the past three years, is planning a 
run for mayor there next year. 

Brown (the son of a former 
governor, the brother of a would- 
be governor, and a two-term gov¬ 
ernor himself back when) has ap¬ 
parently let it be known that he is 
seriously thinking of running for 
mayor of Oakland when, as ex¬ 
pected, the present mayor there, 
the lackluster Elihu Harris, an¬ 
nounces he will not be a candidate 
again. Brown, who picked up the 
nickname “Governor Moon¬ 
beam” during his 1975-83 tenure 
as the state’s Democratic chief ex¬ 
ecutive, now hosts a radio show 
and heads a combination think 
tank and social-action organi¬ 
zation known as We the 
People. He is doing 
nothing to discourage 
talk in the East Bay city 
of a possible candidacy 
next year. When asked 
if he will indeed be¬ 
come a candidate, 

Brown plays 
coy, leaving 
the door more 
than ajar, say¬ 
ing that “I’ve not really made up 
my mind yet, but I do have a real 
interest in policies and strategies 
that can revitalize urban Ameri¬ 
ca.” Sounds like a mayoral 
wannabe to me! 

Last seen on the national scene 
as a presidential candidate in 
1992, Brown set up shop in Oak¬ 
land and has doggedly pursued 
his promotion of political reform 
and social justice, mainly from the 
forum of his radio show, which he 
has broadcast since 1994. The 
show airs daily in the Bay Area 
and several cities around the 
country. While a number of Jerry 
Brown’s associates and political 
friends from both sides of the Bay 
feel the former governor has de¬ 
cided to run next year - whether 
Harris runs or not - can the 58- 
year-old liberal win in a city he 
has lived in less than four years? 
Probably. 

Jerry Brown won’t have the job 
handed to him, however. Other 
well-known “locals” rooted in 
Oakland politics have already an¬ 
nounced their intentions to re¬ 
place Harris. Among them are 
City Councilman Ignacio De La 
Fuente, a popular politician who 
is already trashing Brown. While 
East Bay Assemblyman Don Per- 
ata (D-Alameda), a powerhouse 
in Oakland politics himself, says 
that Brown’s name identification 
would likely make him the instant 
front-runner, Perata thinks that 
Brown would quickly become 
bored as mayor of a relatively 
small California city, noting that 
the mayor of Oakland has to be 
“involved with potholes and prac¬ 
ticalities - Jerry is a big-picture, 
big-ideas kind of guy.” 

Jerry Brown as the mayor of 
Oakland? The job is hardly a 
launching pad for yet another 
presidential bid, but a guy’s gotta 
start somewhere, I suppose.

For the Republicans, 
Assemblyman Brooks Firestone 
of Santa Barbara and state Sena¬ 
tors Tim Leslie and Richard 
Mountjoy are all said to be in the 
running. 

Look for the wealthy Connell 
(surely the early Demo favorite) 
to join the fray soon, with Mayor 
Hammer to follow. Migden can 
also raise campaign bucks when 
needed, but though I haven’t 
talked to her about it, I think she’ll ** 
be the next mayor of San Francis¬ 
co. I doubt she’s really interested 
in the lieutenant governor posi¬ 
tion.

The National Organization for 
Women (NOW) presented its 
Woman of Power Award to As¬ 
semblywoman Migden at their 
second annual “Party With a Pur¬ 
pose” banquet in Palm Springs 
last weekend. NOW’s president 
praised Migden for “championing 
the rights of all, including 
women.” 

Woe is Pete Wilson-wannabe 
Dan Lungren! California was not 
one of the 22 states (Lungren’s de¬ 
cision) that filed that multimil- 
lion-dollar suit against the tobac¬ 
co industry in an attempt to re¬ 
coup healthcare costs linked to 
cigarette smoking. Look for this to 
become a big issue in next year’s 
gubernatorial campaign, with 
Lungren already on the defensive. 

Whether you agree with her or 
not, you gotta know that all polit¬ 
ical junkies are waiting to get their 
hands on Angela Alioto’s new 
book, Straight to the Heart (Russ¬ 
ian Hill Press, $22.95). The popu¬ 
lar former supe trashes her polit¬ 
ical enemies (Willie Brown, 
John Burton, Nancy Pelosi, 
etc.) and praises those she likes 
(Dianne Feinstein, Jerry Brown, 
her dad, etc.) - and truly calls 
them as she sees them.

R eturn of the Naturist 
Dept.: When I moved to 
Brooklyn Heights (Oak¬ 
land) from Dolores Heights (San 
Francisco), one of the things that 
helped ease the withdrawal from 
San Francisco chauvinism was 
the discovery that the local free 
weekly, the East Bay Express , was 
running intermittent nature ar¬ 
ticles by Gina Covina. I fondly 
remembered Gina Covina from 
the team of Gina Covina and 
Laurel Galana, editors of the late, 
lamented (but fortunately an¬ 
thologized) Amazon Quarterly. 

In its heyday in the early 
1970s, Amazon Quarterly was the 
lesbian magazine of my dreams. 
It consistently asked the ques¬ 
tion, what if we were to look at 
life, the universe and everything 
from a woman-identified 
women’s point of view. And it 
did so without compromise, but 
also without the kind of nasty, 
snotty attitude that undermined 
a lot of claims made in that 
decade to being “sisterly.” It 
dared to presume we were so 
strong and creative that we could 
get together and make cool stuff 
happen, so it didn’t waste time 
on lateral suspicion and mis¬ 
trust. 

We’ve had two connotations 
of the word “amazon” - one 
being “strong, capable and as¬ 
sertive,” and the other being “get¬ 
ting along just fine without men, 
thank you.” Unfortunately, more 
women have been clear on the 
latter concept than the former or 
both together. We’ve all, alas, 
known wearers of labrys jewelry 
whose only claim to assertiveness 
has been passive aggression di¬ 
rected at other lesbians. 

Divine blessing 

But Amazon Quarterly was a 
blessing direct from the God¬ 
dess, and Gina Covina’s Express 
columns were a delight. It was 
one of her articles that hipped 
me to the wonders of Roundtop, 
even though it took me a long 
time to figure out she was talk¬ 
ing about the Sibley Volcanic 
Preserve. 

Unfortunately, her work 
stopped appearing quite some 
time ago, much to my dismay. 
But appropriately enough, the 
Express issue that came out on 


the Spring Equinox had a Gina 
Covina cover story on this year’s 
bumper crop of wildflowers and 
where to see them. Yay! It turns 
out she had been living in New 
Mexico for a number of years 
but has now returned to a place 
she considers home. Yay! 

And in that very spirit of cel¬ 
ebrating another Spring, I made 
a return to a notable nature site 
myself, by joining the Gay and 
Lesbian Sierrans for a hike to the 
waterfalls in Big Basin Redwood 
Park, outside of Boulder Creek in 
the Santa Cruz Mountains. 

Sixteen years ago, my ex¬ 
lover Kristie, who had 
moved to Ben Lomond on 
the river north of Santa 
Cruz, suggested we make 
the waterfall hike. We 
crossed the first crest 
and descended the 
canyon along a 
creek. While 
stopping for 
water and a 
rest, I walked 
out on a fallen 

tree trunk - going out on a limb 
very literally, as it turned out; a 
branch that had looked quite 
solid gave way underneath me. I 
fell five feet, hitting my side on a 
jagged broken limb on the way 
down. Never having broken a 
bone before, I thought I’d mere¬ 
ly bruised myself and had the 
wind knocked out of me, when 
in actuality I’d broken five ribs 
and punctured a lung. 

Two returning hikers sum¬ 
moned rangers, who said they 
could drive us out if I could 
make it back up to the fire road - 
a 300-foot climb in 97-degree 
heat. Somehow I managed it bet¬ 
ter than the rangers, who needed 
to stop for breath more than I 
did - quite likely out of youth 
and stupidity. I did have the 
sense to get to a clinic for a quick 
look-see, which resulted not in 
my being released to the nearest 
hot tub, but in a shot of mor¬ 
phine, a chest tube, and three 
days in a critical care unit. 

Useful caution 

Since that time, I’ve not lost 
my (Capricorn rising?) clamber¬ 
ing instincts, but have gained a 
useful caution. Though I re¬ 
membered a fair amount of the 
trail, I couldn’t identify the scene 
of the dastardly occurrence. I 
did, however, finally make it to a

series of beautiful waterfalls. 

Funny thing, in a year filled 
with personal reassessment-pro¬ 
voking adventures (Mt. Shasta, 
hiking up Brokeoff Mountain at 
Lassen, three weeks in Nepal, 
among others), I’ve used the ex¬ 
panded perspective that’s come 
from a broadened range of ex¬ 
perience to understand myself 
better and be more at peace with 
myself. Big deal - that’s just the 
continuing process of growing 
up and out of the shortcomings 
and insecurities with which, ide¬ 
ally, each of us is involved. 
“You can only be young 
once, but you can be 
immature forever” is, 
after all, only a metaphor. 
But the more I appreci¬ 
ate the wisdom that 
comes from maturity 
(whaddya mean, such 
as it is?), the more I 
appreciate my 
young adult 
self - for hav¬ 
ing had, and 
acted upon, a 
meaningful lust for cool, fun, 
edifying things. And yet, the 
shortcomings and insecurities 
had definitely existed - I felt 
them keenly and look back upon 
them with love for the young 
woman making her way through 
a very complicated life and 
times. 

So, in reliving an intense ex¬ 
perience from earlier in my life, I 
wondered about self - our sense 
of who we are - being a kind of 
kaleidoscope. It’s like, the defin¬ 
itive Beth Elliott wouldn’t be just 
one Beth Elliott but a spectrum 
that can’t be captured in a snap¬ 
shot of any one time in my life. 
Or am I just being overly philo¬ 
sophical, as usual? 

After driving home and 
catching a bite to eat, I drove up 
toward Tilden Park with binoc¬ 
ulars and telescope for some 
comet and lunar eclipse watch¬ 
ing.

controversial police officer Mark 
Andaya, who had been charged 
with misconduct for kicking de¬ 
tainee Aaron Williams in the head 
during a violent arrest. 

Williams later died of a co¬ 
caine-induced heart attack, after 
being pepper-sprayed by officers, 
and Andaya and other officers 
were found guilty of not prompt¬ 
ly seeking medical treatment for 
Williams. However, the brutality 
charges against Andaya and other 
officers were dismissed last year. 

Andaya received only a three- 
month suspension, despite Police 
Chief Fred Lau’s recommendation 
that he be fired. 

Keker and commissioners 
James Salinas and Clothilde 
Hewlett, a former deputy district 
attorney, were severely criticized 
for their votes not to fire Andaya. 

Hewlett, who had been ap¬ 
pointed by former Mayor Frank 
Jordan, resigned her post on the 


last day of February; Salinas 
transferred last week to the Parks 
and Recreation Commission. 

A Superior Court judge will 
rule on April 17 whether Norman 
should be disqualified from disci¬ 
plinary decisions about Andaya. 
Andaya’s attorneys are seeking to 
disqualify Norman because she al¬ 
legedly called the officer “an ass¬ 
hole” and said that he should be 
fired, according to news reports. 
Norman allegedly made the state¬ 
ment March 21 at a hush-hush 
meeting with Keker and Police 
Officers Association (POA) offi¬ 
cials about disciplinary reform. 

Point man 

Keker was also widely per¬ 
ceived as Brown’s point man to 
deliver a November 1997 ballot 
police reform package that in¬ 
cluded the arbitration of disci¬ 
pline charges against officers be¬ 
fore independent hearing officers. 

The five-member Police Com¬ 
mission is considering a variety of 
reform measures with input from 
a variety of sources, including 


community groups and a task 
force. 

Brown received the endorse¬ 
ment of the POA during his elec¬ 
tion effort, but Keker said that 
such reform measures would not 
go before the voters in November. 

Petrillo was not the only gay 
man approached about a seat on 
the commission. Community ac¬ 
tivist Mark Leno, who was passed 
over last year for an appointment 
to the Board of Supervisors in 
favor of lesbian Leslie Katz, also 
refused the post.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: INVIRASE is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to 
saquinavir or to any of the components contained in the capsule.

If a serious or severe toxicity occurs during treatment with INVIRASE, INVIRASE should be interrupted until the etiology of the 
event is identified or the toxicity resolves. At that time, resumption of treatment with full dose INVIRASE may be considered. For 
nucleoside analogues used in combination with INVIRASE, physicians should refer to the complete product information for these 
drugs for dose adjustment recommendations and for information regarding drug-associated adverse reactions. 

Caution should be exercised when administering INVIRASE to patients with hepatic insufficiency since patients with baseline liver 
function tests >5 times the upper limit of normal were not included in clinical studies. 

Resistance/Cross-resistance: The potential for human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) cross-resistance between protease 
inhibitors has not been fully explored. Therefore, it is unknown what effect saquinavir therapy will have on the activity of subse¬ 
quent protease inhibitors (see complete product information, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Microbiology). 

Information lor Patients: Patients should be informed that INVIRASE is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may continue 
to acquire illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that 
INVIRASE should be used only in combination with an active nucleoside analogue regimen. 

Patients should be told that the lohg-term effects of INVIRASE are unknown at this time. They should be informed that INVIRASE 
therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Patients should be advised that INVIRASE should be taken within 2 hours after a full meal (see complete product information, 
CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics). When INVIRASE is taken without food, concentrations of saquinavir in the blood 
are substantially reduced and may result in no antiviral activity. 

Laboratory Tests: Clinical chemistry tests should be performed prior to initiating INVIRASE therapy and at appropriate intervals 
thereafter. For comprehensive information concerning laboratory test alterations associated with use of individual nucleoside ana¬ 
logues, physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs. 

Drug Interactions: Metabolic Enzyme Inducers: INVIRASE should not be administered concomitantly with rifampin, since 
rifampin decreases saquinavir concentrations by 80% (see complete product information, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: 
Pharmacokinetics). Rifabutin also substantially reduces saquinavir plasma concentrations by 40%. Other drugs that induce 
CYP3A4 (eg, phenobarbital, phenytoin, dexamethasone, carbamazepine) may also reduce saquinavir plasma concentrations. If 
therapy with such drugs is warranted, physicians should consider using alternatives when a patient is taking INVIRASE. 

Other Potential Interactions: Coadministration of terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride with drugs that are known to be potent 
inhibitors of the cytochrome P4503A pathway (ie, ketoconazole, itraconazole, etc.) may lead to elevated plasma concentrations of 
terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride, which may in turn prolong QT intervals leading to rare cases of serious cardiovascular 
adverse events. Although INVIRASE is not a strong inhibitor of cytochrome P4503A, pharmacokinetic interaction studies with 
INVIRASE and terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride have not been conducted. Physicians should use alternatives to terfenadine, 
astemizole or cisapride when a patient is taking INVIRASE. Other compounds that are substrates of CYP3A4 (eg, calcium channel 
blockers, clindamycin, dapsone, quinidine, triazolam) may have elevated plasma concentrations when coadministered with 
INVIRASE; therefore, patients should be monitored for toxicities associated with such drugs. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment ol Fertility: Carcinogenesis: Carcinogenicity studies in rats and mice have not 
yet been completed. 

Mutagenesis: Mutagenicity and genotoxicity studies, with and without metabolic activation where appropriate, have shown that 
saquinavir has no mutagenic activity in vitro in either bacterial (Ames test) or mammalian cells (Chinese hamster lung V79/HPRT 
test). Saquinavir does not induce chromosomal damage in vivo in the mouse micronucleus assay or in vitro in human peripheral 
blood lymphocytes, and does not induce primary DNA damage in vitro in the unscheduled DNA synthesis test. 

Impairment ol Fertility: Fertility and reproductive performance were not affected in rats at plasma exposures (AUC values) up to 
five times those achieved in humans at the recommended dose. 

Pregnancy Teratogenic Effects: Category B. Reproduction studies conducted with saquinavir in rats have shown no embryotoxi- 
dty or teratogenicity at plasma exposures (AUC values) up to five times those achieved in humans at the recommended dose or 
in rabbits at plasma exposures four times those achieved at the recommended clinical dose. Studies in rats indicated that expo¬ 
sure to saquinavir from late pregnancy through lactation at plasma concentrations (AUC values) up to five times those achieved in 
humans at the recommended dose had no effect on the survival, growth and development of offspring to weaning. Because 
animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, INVIRASE should be used during pregnancy after 
taking into account the importance of the drug to the mother. Presently, there are no reports of infants being bom after women 
receiving INVIRASE in clinical trials became pregnant. 

Nursing Mothers: The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to 
breastfeed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not yet be infected. It is not known whether INVIRASE is 
excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of INVIRASE in HIV-infected children or adolescents younger than 16 years of age have 
not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS (see PRECAUTIONS): The safety of INVIRASE was studied in 688 patients who received the drug either 
alone or in combination with zidovudine (ZDV) and/or HMD® (zalcitabine, ddC). The majority of adverse events were of mild 
intensity. The most frequently reported adverse events among patients receiving INVIRASE (excluding those toxicities known to 
be associated with ZDV and HMD when used in combinations) were diarrhea, abdominal discomfort and nausea. 

INVIRASE did not alter the pattern, frequency or severity of known major toxicides associated with the use of HIV1D and/or ZDV. 
Physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs (or other antiretroviral agents as appropriate) for 
drug-associated adverse reactions to other nucleoside analogues. 

In an open-label protocol, NV15114, in which 33 patients received treatment with INVIRASE, ZDV and lamivudine for 4 to 
16 weeks, no unexpected toxicities were reported. 

Table A lists clinical adverse events that occurred in 22% of patients receiving INVIRASE 600 mg tid alone or in combination with 
ZDV and/or HIVID in two trials. Median duration of treatment in NV14255/ACTG229 (triple-combination study) was 48 weeks; 
median duration of treatment among the surrogate analysis cohort analyzed for safety (n=451) in NV14256 was 42 weeks. 

Rare occurrences of the following serious adverse experiences have been reported during clinical trials of INVIRASE and were 
considered at least possibly related to use of study drugs: confusion, ataxia and weakness; acute myeloblastic leukemia; 
hemolytic anemia; attempted suicide; Stevens-Johnson syndrome; seizures; severe cutaneous reaction associated with increased 
liver function tests; isolated elevation of transaminases; thrombophlebitis; headache; thrombocytopenia; exacerbation of chronic 
liver disease with Grade 4 elevated liver function tests, jaundice, ascites, and right and left upper quadrant abdominal pain; drug 
fever; pancreatitis leading to death; nephrolithiasis; thrombocytopenia and intracranial hemorrhage leading to death; peripheral 
vasoconstriction; intestinal obstruction. These events were reported from a database of >6000 patients. Over 100 patients on 
saquinavir therapy have been followed for >2 years.

(“The puppy”) posted on the 
Ellen writers’ bulletin board last 
summer, follows the sometimes 
stormy off-camera relations be¬ 
tween the show’s star Ellen De- 
Generes and ABC executives, and 
leads readers to the completion of 
the groundbreaking one-hour 
“Coming Out” episode due to air 
April 30. Included in the feature is 
a visit to DeGeneres’s East Texas 
hometown and a short interview 
with Ellen executive producers 
Dana Savel and Mark Driscoll on 
“breaking a TV taboo.” Driscoll 
noted a tremendous sense of re¬ 
sponsibility to DeGeneres because 
“it’s a story she cared very much 
about,” and Savel added that the 
show is important to the gay com¬ 
munity as well. “If this episode 
helps some child in the Midwest 
with their sexual identification, 
we’ve done our job.” 

Examining the story behind 
the story illustrates that Ellen's 
coming out episode is no capri¬ 
cious whim designed exclusively 
to garner ratings. One could cer¬ 


tainly draw a parallel with the 
show’s struggle to define its lead 
character’s sexual identity— and 
the subsequent acceptance by 
viewers and sponsors— with 
T the personal coming out expe- 
/ riences of individuals

NY Times on ACT UP’s 
decade of ‘Shock Troop’ 
activism 

Noted for their “take-no-pris- 
oners” fervor and brash demon¬ 
strations, the current incarnation 
of ACT UP is considerably less 
volatile and their numbers are 
greatly reduced, according to a 
March 21 New York Times article 
entitled “ACT UP: A Decade-Old 
Activism of Unmitigated Gall 
Fades.” Times writer Frank Bruni 
takes a fair albeit pessimistic look 
at where ACT UP has been and 
where it is going. Calling the ac¬ 
tivist group known for its right¬ 
eous ire and headline-grabbing 
antics a “shadow of its former 
self,” Bruni maintains that ACT 
UP “irrefutably accomplished its 
bedrock goal: to make Americans 
pay at least a moment’s attention 
to AIDS.” Many former members 
have moved on from ACT UP’s 
“training grounds” to other im¬ 
portant AIDS-related work and 
organizations, including Larry 
Kramer, who is widely considered 
to be the founding father of ACT 
UP. According to Kramer, while 
there are many people who feel 
that ACT UP hurt itself by so 
many of its people going to work 
on the “inside,” he believes that 
“when you are given the chance to 
be heard a little better, it’s hard to 
turn down.” ACT UP alumnae can 
be found working at Treatment 
Action Group, Housing Works, 
GLAAD, Forum for Collaborative 
HIV Research, and the National 
Minority AIDS Council. 

Barely acknowledging that 
much of the devolution can be at¬ 
tributed to the deaths of many of 
its leaders and the changing emo¬ 
tions of grief to anger to accep¬ 
tance, Bruni pretty much dismiss¬ 
es the ongoing activism in favor of 
sentimental yearnings for the 
“heyday.” Those who remain ac¬ 
tive in the organization, which has 
not entirely lost its vibrant modus 
operandi as evidenced by the 
March 27 10-year anniversary ac¬ 
tion at Wall Street, feel they still

H ey, young America Online and Internet users! Do you feel 
like you don’t quite belong in chat rooms like “San Francis¬ 
co M4M?” Are Internet chats not your cup of tea? Are you 
tired of sifting through millions of screen names in search of other 
Bay Area queer youth? 

Then maybe a new project launched by LYRIC’s Peer Educators 
is for you. Youth volunteers at Lavender Youth Recreation and In¬ 
formation Center have put together an online peer-led resource for 
queer youth in the Bay Area called SFQYouth. 

The project is designed to allow lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgen¬ 
der, and questioning youth 23 and under to communicate and 
share experiences and resources with each other. 

According to Alfonso Diaz, supervisor for the project, it’s easy 
for youth to get started. “Youth would contact the screen name 
SFQYouth@aol.com and say they want to he a part of the mailing 
list.” Initially a youth facilitator will start the discussion with con¬ 
versation-provoking questions. “Then people would send respons¬ 
es in, and all of these responses would be put together in one e- 
mail and sent out to everyone.” In this way an ongoing dialogue be¬ 
tween queer youth will be created. 

Regular updates, alerts, and resource lists will be sent out with 
the dialogue, as well as safer sex guidelines and links to safe sex and 
health service providers’ Internet pages. 

SFQYouth is set up to maximize anonymity. Those who wish 
can send in e-mail without having their name or e-mail address 
known. Youth can also choose to attach their names and addresses 
so that others can send email to them directly. 

The project was organized by four Bay Area youth volunteers 
between the ages of 16 and 23, who went through several months 
of peer health educator training provided by LYRIC. Setting up 
SFQYouth is their final project for the training. The service will run 
through May 31. ▼

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program started in the next fiscal 
year, which starts July 1. She held 
hearings on the proposal last year 
and said then that finding the 
money needed would be a priority. 

Treatment on demand is a very 
big issue, both to our community 
as well as for the city at large,” said 
Leal. “Even Harvey Rose [the 
board’s budget analyst] feels drug 
treatment money is money well 
spent. For every one dollar .you 
spend, you save seven dollars in 
other services.” 

Drug abuse affects many city 
departments, including police, 
sheriff, health and foster care. 

Activist Carol Stuart agreed, “It’s 
important for the public to under¬ 
stand drug treatment on demand. 
You can pay now, or you can pay 
later and when you pay later, you 
pay more,” Stuart told the B.A.R. 

Treatment on demand would 
allow people who have drug or al¬ 
cohol abuse problems to immedi¬ 
ately receive substance abuse treat¬ 
ment. Currently, treatment pro¬ 
grams are inadequate and people 
have to wait as long as 90-days be¬ 
fore entering a program. During 
that time, they could - and do - 
relapse, health officials have said. 

Stuart said she thinks Leal’s ef¬ 
fectiveness is due in part to the su¬ 
pervisor’s business background 
and the fact that she doesn’t shirk 
from taking positions on issues. 

Kaufman echoed those 
thoughts, saying Leal is a “no- 
nonsense kind of person. She does 
her homework and looks at all 
sides of issues. She’s not easy to 
manipulate.” 


Residents of the Mission Dis¬ 
trict have also benefited from 
Leal’s presence on the board and 
in her role as finance chair. Re¬ 
cently, the library came before the 
committee requesting money. 
Leal had already learned the li¬ 
brary planned to close the Mis¬ 
sion branch for three months this 
summer to move. 

“They came in and asked for 
money. I said I wanted to know 
what’s happening,” said Leal. “The 
Mission branch is the third busiest 
in San Francisco and has the only 
collection of Spanish books and 
tapes. They also have a large chil¬ 


dren’s summer reading program. 

“I went nuts. They wanted to 
close three months to move to a 
temporary location. I said one 
week, maybe two weeks, especially 
during the summer when a num¬ 
ber of kids are at risk,” she added. 

The result? Library officials lis¬ 
tened to her and said they will not 
close the branch for three months. 

Lara, who’s a member of the San 
Francisco Democratic Central 
Committee, summed up Leal, say¬ 
ing, “You can’t pin her as a single 
issue person. She’s a strong advocate 
for the Latino community and for 
the gay and lesbian community.” T

Coachella Valley. Unified School District Superintendent 
Colleen Gaynes told the Los Angeles Times she pulled the project 
from the regional competition because it is not compatible with 
the district’s sex education philosophy. 

“Because it is on condom reliability, it basically encourages safe 
sex,” said Gaynes. “Our philosophy is abstinence, not safe sex.” 

The Coachella Valley High School student, Shari Lo, said she 
chose condom reliability as her project because she is concerned 
about the high rate of teenage pregnancy and other consequences 
of sexual activity. 

Lo said she was confused when officials withdrew her project. 
Now she says, “I’m disappointed that my project was judged sci¬ 
entifically and scored well but didn’t score well with some people’s 
opinions.” ▼

The funeral 
was held in Chicago on Mar. 14. 

Mike graduated from De Paul University in Chicago with a degree in 
accounting, and got a job with the Illinois Department of Revenue as a 
corporate tax auditor.

companies offered any compas¬ 
sionate use. Other people who 
were in similar situations as Dean 
was six months ago did manage to 
get one or two of these drugs. 
They are thriving for now— Dean 
was left behind. 

In Room 213, a small wall 
lamp casts a warm yellow light 
upon a surreal reality. The room 
has become a heavy dreamlike in- 
between place where the passage 
of time is measured by Dean’s 
strained gasps for air. His lungs 
begin to fill with fluid, causing his 
pale tired face to grow red and an¬ 
imal-like: his mouth, wide open, 
shows his teeth beneath the mask. 
His heart rate is holding at 153 
beats per minute, his oxygen satu¬ 
ration level drops by the hour. A 
friend clips on a finger probe to 
read Dean’s pulse and oxygen lev¬ 
els and is startled by the high- 
pitched alarm that the pulse-ox- 
cymeter machine emits into the 
thick atmosphere. 

There is not even enough pulse 
now to detect. 

The doctors don’t know what 
is growing in Dean’s lungs. He has 
been sick for weeks, and they can¬ 
not nail down the organism that 
has been causing his 104° fevers 
and wasting. Others have died this 
way in the last year, and his doctor 
needs to try to learn more: a med¬ 
ical poster at a recent AIDS con¬ 
ference indicated that the leading 
cause of death for gay men is now 
undiagnosed pneumonia. So 
Dean’s doctor approaches Dean’s 
mom in the hallway, just outside 
the room. Holding a single piece 
of paper behind her back, she asks 
his Mom if Dean can help one 
more time. A little more activism 
on Dean’s part— can she autopsy 
his lungs when its over? The par¬ 
ent signs gladly, with compassion 
toward the other mothers’ sons 
who could be helped someday. 
Dean knows nothing of the last 
study for which he will volunteer. 
He has not spoken or acknowl¬ 
edged anyone in two days. 

A different kind of son 

A year ago, Dean was running 
out of options. Infected with HIV 
when he was 18, he was at late- 
stage disease. He needed what was 
not yet available - but what will 
be available by this time next year. 
He had been on all the protease 
inhibitors, many before they were 
even approved. He had taken all 
the other antivirals, but his viral 
load would not come down; his 
lungs worsened as his immune 
system failed. If only he had ac¬ 
cess. His desperately needed op¬ 
tions were constantly cut off by 
arbitrary rules made up by cold- 
hearted drug companies and their 


clinicians. These companies pre¬ 
fer not to test new drugs on late- 
stage patients, even though these 
patients could be saved. It seems 
that advanced AIDS patients have 
a nasty habit of getting sick and 
dying. 

Advanced AIDS patients 
switch drugs a lot, which makes it 
harder for drug companies to col¬ 
lect clean data. So patients like 
Dean are left out in the cold, left 
without the same options as 
healthy HIV-positive patients. For 
patients like Dean, there is only 
the occasional compassionate use 
program. Forced into being 
by activists, these pro¬ 
grams usually occur 
just before new 
drugs get final FDA 
approval. 

Its now almost 9 p.m., 

March 29th. Dean’s mom 
stands at the foot of his 
bed, by his stick-like 
legs and swollen feet. 

His hands are puffy 
and whitish. Dean’s 
upper right lung has a hole in it 
now. She listens to a squeaking 
sucking noise through a blue plas¬ 
tic stethoscope that a nurse has 
left in the room. She is deeply sad, 
remembering her baby boy’s 
childhood. When Dean was about 
five years old, his parents knew 
that he was somehow different. 
His dad mentioned a time when 
Dean was touching and enjoying 
the color and texture of one of his 
mom’s fine dress fabrics. There 
was disappointment in the child’s 
eyes when he was old enough to 
realize that he could not wear 
these beautiful things. Dean’s 
mom and dad accepted that he 
was going to be different. They 
would go on to nurture his artis¬ 
tic abilities. 

The family learned that Dean 
had AIDS when he was refused 
medical care at a Cape Cod hos¬ 
pital in 1989. His mom and dad 
were living in Corvallis, Oregon at 
the time. The family had moved 
there shortly after Dean was born 



in 1967. He had been a gentle 
spirit, but now Dean wanted to 
fight back. 

A few years passed, and in 
1993 his mom encouraged him to 
move to San Francisco to join up 
with ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
become part of the battle. Though 
young and sick, Dean set out to 
live in San Francisco and become 
an activist. As a warrior, Dean was 
shy and soft-spoken at first, but 
later came into his own power. He 
wrote and performed street the¬ 
ater, pouring Advera food supple¬ 
ment down the drain at the cor¬ 
ner of 18th and Castro to protest 
Abbott Labs’ refusal to have 
compassion. Later he did 
finally wear a fine silky 
dress when he ap¬ 
peared as Vanna Black 
and the Wheel of Mis¬ 
fortune at a World AIDS 
Day demonstration 
against Kaiser Perma- 
nente. Within 
months, Kaiser gave 
in and began paying 
for HIV viral load tests and wast¬ 
ing treatments for people with 
AIDS. 

It is 9:07 on this warm March 
evening, and his mom awakens 
sharply from these memories, re¬ 
turning to the present, to this hos¬ 
pital room. She has spent many 
nights sleeping here, caring for 
her son with damp cloths and ca¬ 
resses. She hopes he knows that 
she is there with him. Dean’s face 
is bright red now, his veins are en¬ 
gorged and swelling up through 
taunt skin on his forehead and 
neck. The breathing is shallow, 
with long intervals of silence be¬ 
tween desperate heaves. His chest 
lifts*) and his head even turns a bit 
with each breath. The sound of 
his breathing is his last communi¬ 
cation to her. She has grown used 
to the rhythm, and at times it 
mesmerizes her. Then suddenly it 
stops. There is a last small gasp. 
Then nothing. Silence. 

The AIDS crisis has not ended. 
Dean’s life has. ▼

n the Iasi 16 years, the world has seen HIV grow 
from an unknown retrovirus to the fastest-growing 
epidemic infection of our time. For the people who 
were infected, and for the people who have loved 
and cared for them, it was as if the community had 
suddenly stepped in quicksand: nothing seemed to 
stem the downward pull of the AIDS epidemic. 

Then, when so many had given up hope that we 
would ever be able to heal the suffering of HIV, re¬ 
searchers discovered that combinations of drugs 
were more effective than single-drug therapies, 
and better lab work and analysis enabled doctors 
to monitor their patients’ advances and declines. 
Strategies against the virus shifted; some - but not 
all - patients started living longer, and living with 
fewer crippling infections. The quicksand seemed 
to be less inescapable. 

But now what? 

As survival becomes increasingly possible for 


some people with HIV, their focus naturally 
changes from Will I live? to How will I live? Find¬ 
ing drugs that keep their hearts beating is only part 
of their struggle. They still need roofs over their 
heads; food; other kinds of medical and emotion¬ 
al care; and in some cases, jobs and insurance. 

Because the change has been bewildering for 
everyone in the community, the B.A.R. put to¬ 
gether this section to focus on a few organizations 
that help HIV-positive people adapt to the new re¬ 
alities. There are many more groups than we could 
profile, of course, so a list of a few dozen other or¬ 
ganizations’ services and telephone numbers is 
provided toward the end. 

Surviving HIV is increasingly possible, but it is 
a long process out of that quicksand. We hope the 
information in these pages will help people live 
both longer and better.

NAPWA tells how to make 
managed care work for you

#|| n Friday, March 7, the Na- 
®r; tional Association of People 
UP With AIDS (NAPWA) pre¬ 
sented its new pamphlet Making 
Medicaid Managed Care Work: An 
Action Plan for People Living with 
HIV to Senator John Chafee (R- 
Rhode Island), a leader in pre¬ 
serving Medicaid for PWAs. 

Chafee, who observed that the 
decline in deaths from AIDS 
means that more people than ever 
are living with the disease, said, 
“The report couldn’t have come at 
a better time.” While he is “a be¬ 
liever in managed care” for reia- | 
tively healthy populations, he ac- ! 


knowledged that “there is some 
question about it for people with 
chronic health problems” such as 
HIV infection. 

NAPWA’s report pointed out 
that “healthcare costs have in¬ 
creased at a rate of inflation 
greater than that of other goods 
and services ... and we already 
spend far more for healthcare per 
capita than any other nation.” It 


ated with the changing dynamics 
of HIV in mind. Most PWAs 
qualify for the program only 
when they become sick enough, 
and only by becoming “impover¬ 
ished by AIDS-related costs.” 

Diane Rowland, executive vice 
president of the Henry J. Kaiser 
Family Foundation, which sup¬ 
ported the study, pointed out that 
it’s a “Catch-22 that the new drugs

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People with HIV: 

Find out how to get 
life insurance tonight 


by Jennifer Maerz 

C ommunity activist Chuck 
Cole will untangle the com¬ 
plicated issue of “Getting 
Life Insurance When You . Are 
HIV+” tonight (Thursday, April 3) 
at the Golden Gate Metropolitan 
Community Church. Starting at 7 
p.m., Cole will teach asympto¬ 
matic, HIV-positive people how to 
empower themselves through 
smart financial planning. He plans 
to review the different types of life 
insurance and how each can be 
used, offer names of simplified-is¬ 
sues insurance carriers (where you 
can get insurance without a med¬ 
ical exam or a blood test), review 
financial planning, and discuss the 
details of viatical settlements. In a 
viatical settlement, someone with 
a life-threatening disease sells their 
life insurance policy for some¬ 
where between 35 and 85 percent 
of the policy’s value for immedi¬ 
ate payment. 

Cole, who is the Northern Cal¬ 


ifornia regional manager for the 
viatical settlement company Life 
Benefactors, says he sees a real gap 
in information when it comes to 
life insurance and HIV. “During a 
financial planning seminar I gave 
last February, when I explained to 
HIV-positive but asymptomatic 
people that they could get life in¬ 
surance, people gave me the V-8 
look, like, ‘Why didn’t anybody 
tell me that before?”’ A year later, 
Cole has given numerous free 
seminars across the country. He 
says he finances the discussions 
himself, and arranges them so he 
doesn’t make any money off the 
insurance policies some people 
decide to purchase. 

“I mainly function as a com¬ 
munity activist and educator,” he 
told the B.A.R. “I just want to help 
people understand more about 
viatical settlements. 

“I can’t tell you the number of 
people who contact me six 
months later [after a viatical set¬ 
tlement] after spending $50,000 
playing and now they’re desper¬ 


ate; you’ve got to listen to finan¬ 
cial planning.” 

For tonight’s seminar, Cole 
worked with a financial planner 
who specializes in the gay and les¬ 
bian community, and an indepen¬ 
dent insurance agent. They re¬ 
searched insurance companies 
and policies, looking for ones that 
would both “cover people with 
HIV and were affordable.” 

Cole has worked with many of 
San Francisco’s HIV/AIDS infor¬ 
mation and caregiving organiza¬ 
tions over the past 18 years as a 
board member, staff person, con¬ 
sultant, and volunteer. “I used to 
be Reverend Doctor Cole,” he 
adds. “So I’ve always been a care¬ 
giver.” T

How PWAs on 
Medicare can get more 
out of Social Security 

...And some help with medical bills, too

N ewly-announced 1997 in¬ 
come eligibility levels can 
mean an extra $43.80 
monthly in Social Security Dis¬ 
ability Insurance (SSDI) checks 
and extra medical benefits for 
PWAs who have survived the 
two-year wait for Medicare. 

PWAs with SSDI and other in¬ 
come under $809 monthly will 
see the restoration of the $43.80 
Medicare Part B premium that 
has been deducted from their 
checks, once the Specified Low 
Income Medicare Beneficiary 
(SLIMB) begins paying it for 
them. 

Those with SSDI and other in¬ 
come under $678 per month will 
not only get the premium paid 
for them and have the $43.80 re¬ 
stored to their SSDI checks. The 
Qualified Medicare Beneficiary 
(QMB) program will also pay the 
$760 hospital admission de¬ 
ductible, the $100 annual doctor 
bill deductible, and the 20% of 
doctor and outpatient bills that 
Medicare doesn’t cover. 

Both SLIMB and OHS are run 
by state Medicaid programs 
through local welfare offices - not 
social security offices - even 
though they involve federal 
Medicare benefits. To be eligible 
for both SLIMS and QMB, one 
can have assets up to $4,000, an 
automobile, and a lived-in home 
of any value. An additional 


$1,500 in savings is permitted if 
it’s kept separately from other 
money and the applicant plans to 
use it for burial. 

Applications are taken at local 
welfare offices, not at social secu¬ 
rity branches. Those applying 
should bring birth certificates, 
bank account and other asset 
records, deeds, mortgages, auto 
registrations, and driver’s licens¬ 
es or other proof of identity and 
residency. Most importantly, ap¬ 
plicants need to show their 
Medicare cards and the latest let¬ 
ter from social security stating 
what their SSDI benefit total is. 
(Call 800-772-1213 for a new one 
if you’ve lost this letter.) 

In computing eligibility, it’s 
the total SSDI amount that 
counts against the $809 and $678 
income levels. SSDI checks only 
show the net amount - after the 
$43.80 has been deducted. There¬ 
fore, one must add the $43.80 
Medicare Part B deduction back 
onto the net SSDI check amount 
to get the total income amount. 

Applying for SLIMS or QMB 
at the welfare office now can 
mean a $43.80 increase in an 
SSDI check for those who qualify 
- and coverage of Medicare de¬ 
ductibles and co-payments as 
well for those who get the more 
generous QMB coverage. 

Other coverage 

Medicare, QMB or SLIMS 
won’t help with prescription 
drugs or care outside the 


Medicare benefit package. Medic¬ 
aid (or MediCal, in California) 
does so - for those who are eligi¬ 
ble. Those applying for QMB or 
SLIMS at welfare offices in Cali¬ 
fornia, Connecticut, the District 
of Columbia, Florida, Maine, 
New Jersey, and Rhode Island 
should remember that Medicaid 
levels there are as high as - or al¬ 
most as high as - the QMB levels. 
So it would pay to ask for “full” 
Medicaid (or MediCal) as well, 
while applying for QMB or 
SLIMS. 

Those who can’t qualify for 
Medicaid might be eligible for 
their state’s AIDS Drug Assistance 
(ADAP) program, which has 
much higher income limits. Call 
(800) 432-AIDS to find out how 
to contact the state’s ADAP pro¬ 
gram. 

For those not covered by any 
of these programs, call the AIDS 
Treatment Data Network (800- 
734-7104) for a list of free HIV 
drug programs run by drug man¬ 
ufacturers. Also, the Pharmaceu¬ 
tical Manufacturers’ Association 
(202-835-3400) and the Senate 
Aging Committee (202-224- 
5364) have lists of free non-HIV 
drug programs run by the indus¬ 
try. Each company has its own, 
separate income eligibility rule; 
but generally, these programs are 
•» far less stringent about assets 
than Medicaid or ADAP. Patients 
almost always have to enroll by 
having their doctors contact the 
programs for them. T

Change comes to the 
AIDS Emergency Fund

hile there may be contro- 
1 ' I versy in the community 
W W about the direction some 
San Francisco AIDS nonprofit 
groups should take in the era of 
protease inhibitors and longer 
survival rates, the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund is one nonprofit that 
is typically the subject of compli¬ 
ments, not complaints. For 15 
years, AEF has provided financial 
grants to people with AIDS and 
disabling HIV, in the form of rent 
checks, utility payments, airplane 
tickets, and other direct funding 
for critical needs. 

Its generosity has made it a fa¬ 
vorite beneficiary for beer busts 
and other fundraising events, but 
despite its popularity, the income 
it generates has not kept pace with 
client increases. With new drug 
therapies keeping people with 
HIV alive longer, and with an es¬ 
timated 1,000 new infections 
every year in San Francisco, AEF 
has seen its client load climb to 
around 4,000 people. 

And as the demographics of 
the epidemic shift, so does the 
makeup of AEF’s client base. Fully 
14 percent are now impoverished 
East Bay residents, 40 percent of 
whom are people of color; 25 per- 


• cent of them are women, nearly 
all with children, according to 
AEF board president Ken Turner. 

With assistance to clients ris¬ 
ing from $1.2 million in 1994 to 
an estimated $1.6 million distrib¬ 
uted in 1996, some painful deci¬ 
sions recently had to be made at 
AEF. 

On March 1, the annual grant 
level for individual clients was re¬ 
duced from $500 to $400. 

However, the board will not 
limit the number of clients who 
apply for the grants, nor cap the 
number of times they can seek the 
yearly assistance, according to 
Turner. 

A former lifetime cap of two 
grants was lifted in 1994, after two 
men left a total of $1.2 million in 
bequests - with the mandate that 
the money go to clients. 

“We have a moral commit¬ 
ment to continue providing 
emergency financial assistance to 
as many people as we can,” said 
Turner, “but we also have a fiscal 
commitment to maintain the sol¬ 
vency of the AEF so we can con¬ 
tinue to serve as many people as 
we can. 

“We feel that this decision best 
serves our clients, while giving us 
time to develop additional fund¬ 
ing.” 


‘We just give’ 

The agency receives support 
from a variety of sources, includ¬ 
ing corporate foundations, private 
foundations, and the government, 
although its most visible fundrais¬ 
ing tool is the “Every Penny 
Counts” coin collection jars found 
in stores throughout the Bay Area. 
Millions of pennies have been 
raised in the campaign, which was 
recently jeopardized by similar 
jars placed in local stores by a 
group calling itself “Essential 
AIDS.” [See story, below.] 

The AEF board recently hired 
a professional fundraising staffer 
to raise more corporate and foun¬ 
dation dollars for the agency, and 
Turner acknowledged the agency 
realizes it must compete with 
every AIDS service group for dol¬ 
lars— many of which have signif¬ 
icant development departments 
staffed by two or three workers. 

“But that’s not what we’re 
about,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We don’t buy buildings, 
we don’t have an enormous staff, 
we don’t have staff whose careers 
are built here. 

“We just give money to poor 
people with AIDS.” T

Coin toss: State orders 
Essential AIDS to 
cease penny collection

T he California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office fired off a letter 
to the organization calling 
itself Essential AIDS, Inc. on 
March 19, ordering the Los Ange¬ 
les-based group to cease doing 
business under the name immedi¬ 
ately, and to stop all solicitations 
until proof is provided regarding 
the group’s tax-exempt status. 

Essential AIDS representatives 
placed coin containers in numer¬ 
ous San Francisco businesses last 
month, nearly copying the suc¬ 
cessful fundraising efforts of the 
city’s AIDS Emergency Fund 
(AEF). 

AEF staff and others in the 
community became suspicious 
after seeing the jars with the 
phrase, “Every penny helps the 
fight against AIDS,” which is al¬ 
most identical to AEF’s “Every 
penny counts” slogan. 

Subsequent phone calls by 
AEF’s Joan Juster revealed Essen¬ 
tial AIDS neither has federal tax- 
exempt status, nor has it regis¬ 
tered with the state’s Registry of 
Charitable Trusts division, ac¬ 
cording to Belinda Johns, deputy 
attorney general. 

Johns told the B.A.R. that she 
sent the letter “to all three ad¬ 
dresses” that are known for Essen- » 
tial AIDS. Copies of the letter were 
also sent to the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department and the Los An¬ 
geles Police Department. 


Agencies soliciting funds in LA 
must register with the police de¬ 
partment. Essential AIDS has not 
done that, even though it was al¬ 
legedly soliciting money, accord¬ 
ing to a spokesman for AIDS Pro¬ 
ject Los Angeles. 

Johns also ordered Essential 
AIDS to “immediately provide ... 
an accounting for all funds raised 
to date ... together with the name 
of the bank in which those funds 
are held, and the name under 
which the account is held, and the 
account number.” 

Failure to comply with “this 
notice to cease illegal activity will 
result in formal court action,” 
Johns stated in her letter. 

Essential AIDS has 30 days to 
respond. To date, Johns said she 
has not heard from them. 

Alert officers 

Juster told the B.A.R. that po¬ 
lice officers have continued spot¬ 
ting the Essential AIDS contain¬ 
ers, some as recently as last Friday 
along Fillmore Street. The officers 
have been talking with merchants 
about the jars, but have not con¬ 
fiscated them. 

SFPD officer Jim Miranda, 
who walks the upper Fillmore 
beat, told the B.A.R. that he has 
spoken with several business 
owners who have displayed Es¬ 
sential AIDS containers. Most 
have removed them after Miran¬ 
da has explained about the sus¬ 
pected fraud. 

“It looks like some kind of 


scam,” Miranda said. 

Last month, after Juster be¬ 
came aware of the jars and found 
no tax-exempt status for Essential 
AIDS, she filed a suspected fraud 
report with the police. Officers 
were apparently briefed of the sit¬ 
uation and shown the Essential 
AIDS container. Since then, sever¬ 
al have reported seeing the con¬ 
tainers. 

According to information dis¬ 
tributed by Essential AIDS, the 
money raised was for AIDS re¬ 
search at Stanford University and 
other laboratories. Stanford offi¬ 
cials have no record of the group 
ever contributing anything to the 
university. 

Last month, a man who an¬ 
swered the phone at Essential 
AIDS and identified himself as 
Alex told the B.A.R. that the news¬ 
paper didn’t have the authority to 
see the agency’s tax-exempt letter 
from the Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice. That document is routinely 
distributed by nonprofits when 
they apply for grants or solicit 
donors, Juster said. 

Juster said that one “really neat 
thing” has happened since the or¬ 
deal began around March 10. 
Store owners who have Essential 
AIDS jars want to display AEF 
penny jars. 

“They’re all asking for our 
jars,” she said, adding that local 
press coverage and the work by 
police helped raise awareness in 
the community about the sus¬ 
pected scam. ▼

W ith many people with 
AIDS and disabling HIV 
seeking to return to work 
- or at least see if work is a possi¬ 
bility - in a time of improving 
AIDS treatments, AIDS Benefit 
Counselors has applied for a 
$650,000 federal Department of 
Education grant to help interest¬ 
ed clients find jobs. 

The San Francisco-based 
agency currently provides an esti¬ 
mated 500 clients a year with ca¬ 
reer counseling job placement, 
computer skills training, and refer¬ 
rals for vocation rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices through Positive Resources, 
its employment service program. 

“It’s a very historic move for 
us,” said ABC director Paul Causey. 
“We’ve never applied for a direct 
federal grant as large as this.” 

Causey told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the grant involves a “bril¬ 
liant collaboration” with Jewish Vo¬ 
cational Services and the State De¬ 
partment of Rehabilitation. 

“It will fund a full-service vo¬ 
cational rehabilitation and em¬ 
ployment service for people with 
AIDS and HIV,” Causey said. 

The grants would allow clients 
to return to work on a trial basis 
to see if employment is possible 
or desired, without a loss in ben¬ 
efits should the client not be able 
to sustain employment. 

Collaboration with the two 
other agencies means that finan¬ 
cial assistance is available for cash- 
strapped clients to purchase inter¬ 
view clothes and defray work-re¬ 
lated expenses— as well as access 
expert vocational and career 
counseling assistance. 

A recent survey of 250 ABC 
clients indicated that about a 
third of the clients either wanted 
to return to work on a primarily 
part-time basis or had returned to 
work, he said. 

Last year ABC merged with 
Positive Resources, an employment 
program that empowers people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS to maintain 
their independence and quality of 
life through employment. 

“We don’t want to come off 
sounding like someone is saying 
that it’s time to get off your ass 
and be productive again, but we 
want clients to have informed 
choices, and many of our clients 
want to work,” Causey said.

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A seven-year hitch? 

Causey acknowledged that a 
“couple of clients,” as long-term 
survivors of HIV, have had their 
federal benefits questioned in dis¬ 
ability reviews. Although no one 
has been removed from federal 
Supplemental Security Income 
programs, he said the government 
does review people who are on dis¬ 
ability after a seven-year period. 

“We haven’t seen it happen to 
anyone, but we have had to appeal 
such reviews denying benefits,” he 
said. “They said it would never 
happen to people with AIDS, but 
they do, in fact, review pre-1991 
applicants.” 

The agency’s benefits counsel¬ 
ing program helps clients under¬ 
stand and prepare for the review 
process for SSI and other entitle¬ 
ments, including long-term dis¬ 
ability plans, health and life insur¬ 
ance, and MediCal review, and of¬ 
fers additional individual profes¬ 
sional analysis, planning, and ad¬ 
vocacy about private employer 
benefits, and public benefits. 

The agency, founded in 1992, 
also provides client trainings for 
people who have recently tested 
HIV-positive, in seminars spon¬ 
sored by the National Task Force 
on AIDS Prevention, and gives day¬ 
long disability training workshops 
with the AIDS Health Project. 

ABC’s estimated 2,000 clients 
a year are served in convenient 


centralized locations throughout 
San Francisco, including satellite 
centers in the Tenderloin, the Cas¬ 
tro, Mission, Western Addition, 
and Bayview Hunter’s Point 
neighborhoods. ▼

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New twist for red ribbon at Open Hand 


Food delivery is

new eye-catching billboard 
at several Oakland and 
Berkeley BART stations 
puts a dramatic twist on the red 
ribbon concept. It’s an aerial view 
of bright red vehicles parked in 
the shape of the AIDS awareness 
symbol. The reason? Project Open 
Hand needs drivers, and lots of 
them, to deliver meals to people 
living with AIDS and HIV in the 
East Bay. 

Project Open Hand delivers 
meals and groceries to people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS in San Francis¬ 
co and Alameda counties. They 
also operate food banks in each 
area. People who are not home- 
bound or in need of transportation 
can go there to get food or meals. 

Project Open Hand’s Jim Illig 
explained that the agency tries to 
serve people as quickly as possible 
with a minimum of paperwork. 
One phone call is all it takes, he 
said. 

“If someone calls before 10

a.m., a meal will be delivered that 
afternoon,” Illig said. “We provide 
immediate access to food.” 

Clients do need to submit a let¬ 
ter from their physician stating 
their diagnosis within two weeks. 
But by providing that cushion, 
Project Open Hand can provide 
people with meals or food right 
away, without the stress of first 
having to provide documentation. 

A lot of food is provided: Illig 
said that 1,129 people in Alameda 
County were served last year. That 
translates into 140,000 meals and 
26,000 bags of groceries. Figures 
for San Francisco are higher: 
4,647 people were served in 1996, 
with 416,192 meals provided and 
85,000 bags of groceries. 

Illig said that eventually, staff 
like to meet with each client. 
Those who have transportation 
are encouraged to come in to the 
food banks, for example. 

East Bay need 

In Alameda County, the need 
for volunteers is especially high 
right now. Part of that is due to 
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Project Open Hand's new ad campaign targeted at potential East Bay volunteers. Call 510/596-8200 to sign up. 


the sheer size of Alameda County, 
which stretches from Fremont in 
the south, to Pleasanton in the 
east, to Berkeley in the north. 

“We really need drivers in the 
East Bay,” Illig told the B.A.R. In 
addition, the organization heeds 
people to work in their Oakland 
food bank. Another billboard 
promotes that need, said Kevin 
Swanson, director of communica¬ 
tions. The entire ad campaign was 
donated. The advertising firm 
McCann-Erickson designed the 


billboards, and BART donated the 
space. 

Project Open Hand ran a sim¬ 
ilar campaign in San Francisco 
several months ago with bus shel¬ 
ter ads designed by the same firm. 
All told, the agency probably got 
over $100,000 worth of donated 
services from both campaigns, 
Swanson said. 

People who are interested in 
delivering meals should be willing 
to commit to at least one two- 
hour shift per week. They must 


possess a valid California driver’s 
license, have an operating vehicle, 
and have automobile insurance. 

Volunteers at the Oakland 
food bank should be willing to 
commit to at least one three-hour 
shift per week, and will need to 
get a TB test. T

Shanti director leaves, 
but predicts ‘long 
future’ for agency

M hanti Project executive di¬ 
rector Gloria Sandoval will 
% , leave the agency on May 1 
to head Battered Women’s Alter¬ 
native, an East Bay multi-service 
agency for victims of partner-as¬ 
sault and other forms of domestic 
violence. 

The Shanti board will meet 
this Monday, April 7 to appoint an 
interim director and form a 
search committee to look for a 
long-term leader. 

With an estimated $2 million 
annual budget, Shanti currently 
provides case management, prac¬ 
tical support, and transportation 
services and activity groups to 
2,000 clients a year. 

Sandoval was hired at Shanti 
in November 1993 following a na¬ 
tional search and had been cred¬ 
ited with stabilizing the agency, 
after its loss of an estimated $2 
million in housing contracts and 
the forced resignations of Execu¬ 
tive Director Eric Rofes and 
Deputy Director Melinda Paras 
over fiscal irregularities. 

The agency was later required 
to repay an estimated $350,000 in 
misspent funds to the city. During 
Sandoval’s tenure, Shanti took its 
former accounting firm to binding 
arbitration and recovered the sum 
- plus additional damages - for 
the accountants’ failure to catch 
the accounting practices that led 
to the unapproved expenditures. 

Before it was stripped of its 
housing contracts by the AIDS Of¬ 
fice, Shanti was the largest service 


provider of housing to people 
with AIDS in the country. The 
agency operated several satellite 
independent group living flats and 
apartments, special needs housing 
for more debilitated clients in the 
last stages of AIDS, and a pioneer¬ 
ing congregate living site on Mar¬ 
ket Street that housed more than 
100 people with AIDS. 

Shortly after the housing scan¬ 
dal, the agency, which once had a 
budget approaching $6 million, 
also lost a major contract to pro¬ 
vide peer counseling services to 
people with HIV at San Francisco 
General Hospital, and a volunteer 
services contract. 

During her tenure, Sandoval is 
credited with instituting appro¬ 
priate financial oversight controls, 
and with reducing Shanti’s ad¬ 
ministrative overhead budget 
from an estimated 40 percent to 
approximately 25 percent. 

Sandoval also facilitated the 
agency’s participation in a collab¬ 
orative client services link with 
AIDS Health Project and the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, cut¬ 
ting down on the duplication of 
effort to clients and service 
providers. 

‘Clients never suffered’ 

“I think that she did a good job 
at Shanti,” said Mitch Katz, MD, 
head of the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health AIDS Of¬ 
fice. “She stabilized the agency 
and was successful at helping the 
agency to recoup the funds. She 
helped the agency provide good 
services.” 

Shanti took over the Ryan 


White-funded contract to provide 
services to people with HIV in the 
Tenderloin from AIDS Indigent 
Direct Services (A.I.D.S.) in 1994, 
when a series of management 
scandals at A.I.D.S., including the 
use of client money management 
funds to pay staff salaries in a 
budget crisis, forced the city to 
put that group into receivership. 

This year, however, the 
$350,000 contract to provide mo¬ 
bile case management, practical 
support, and nursing services to 
Tenderloin clients was awarded to 
a collaborative project involving 
Continuum HIV Day Services, 
Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center, 
and Asian and Pacific Islander 
Wellness Center. [See story, next 
page.] 

Sandoval told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the agency’s loss of the 
Tenderloin services contract was 
not a factor in her decision to 
leave the agency— and said that 
the agency would continue to 
serve Tenderloin clients. 

“I’m sure that Shanti will sur¬ 
vive and have a very long future,” 
she said. “I wasn’t looking to leave, 
actually. I was very happy with my 
job.” 

Sandoval is the former head of 
a rape crisis/domestic violence 
service agency. She said that the 
new professional opportunity at 
Battered Women’s Alternative “is 
very exciting.” 

She acknowledged that her 
tenure at Shanti “was challeng¬ 
ing,” and said that although the 
agency suffered in the wake of the 
scandal, “services to clients never 
suffered.” ▼ 
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Tenderloin contract goes to three agencies 

Roving teams will go into the community with food and HIV services

H IV-positive residents of the 
Tenderloin District will 
soon have access to roving 
staff from three agencies in a pio¬ 
neering effort to get them badly 
needed services. Continuum HIV 
Day Care Services is the lead 
agency for the contract, which will 
provide up to $352,770 in federal 
Ryan White CARE Act funds for 
services through next February. 
Continuum was awarded the Ten¬ 
derloin RFP (request for propos¬ 
al) by the San Francisco AIDS Of¬ 
fice on March 7. The agency will 
work collaboratively with the Ten¬ 
derloin AIDS Resource Center 
(TARC) and the Asian Pacific Is¬ 
lander Wellness Project. 

Bill Glenn, Continuum’s exec¬ 
utive director, said that having 
teams with staff from all three 
agencies going out into the com¬ 
munity should prove to be effec¬ 
tive. Teams will include a social 
worker, nurse, and support per¬ 
sonnel. 

The target populations to be 
served include homeless individ¬ 
uals or those who reside in single 
room occupancy hotels, those re¬ 
cently released from jail, the 
transgender community, and 
homebound or disabled people. 
Services provided through the 
contract will include the roving 
teams for case management; prac¬ 
tical support; mini-breakfasts and 
snacks; nursing services; and 
vouchers for transportation, 
clothing, or household items.

Glenn said all three agencies 
are reviewing things with AIDS 
Office staff, and are in the process 
of hiring additional staff. The pro¬ 
gram is expected to begin be¬ 
tween May 1 and mid-June. 

“Most significantly, we’ll be 
taking services to people. We’ll 
find out where they are and stabi¬ 
lize them,” Glenn told the B.A.R. 
“All three agencies have sites in the 
Tenderloin. These three agencies 
will have a true collaboration.” 

The teams will go to a variety 
of locations, including bars, parks, 
and some residential hotels, and 
identify people who need HIV 
services. The goal is to get the 
people hooked into city services. 
Glenn said staff will be able to 
provide access to food immedi¬ 
ately when they encounter a po¬ 


tential client. 

“It [food] will also serve as a 
lure, hopefully on a longterm 
basis,” said Glenn. 

Brian Cross, TARC’s executive 
director, said the challenge for his 
agency will be to come up with 
creative ways to provide practical 
support services. TARC will focus 
on that and be involved with the 
roving case management teams. 

“I think we have Tenderloin- 
based services that are reflective 
of the reality in the Tenderloin,” 
Cross told the B.A.R. “If you start 
looking at it from the client’s per¬ 
spective, it makes more sense to 
go out to reach them. Lots of 
people are homeless or home- 
bound.” 

Practical support might in¬ 
volve helping homeless people 


find food or standing in line for 
them at a food bank, he said. 

Shanti loses out 

The number of unduplicated 
clients projected to be served in 
each category ranges from 358 for 
mobile case management, mini¬ 
breakfasts, and voucher services, 
to 212 clients for practical sup¬ 
port, and 150 clients for nursing 
services. 

Previously, HIV services in the 
Tenderloin were provided by 
Shanti Project. That agency also 
submitted a proposal for the con¬ 
tract but did not receive the top 
rating upon review. 

Out of a possible 105 points. 
Continuum scored 74.2, while 
Shanti received 56.2 points, ac¬ 
cording to the technical review re¬ 


port. Criteria used to evaluate the 
proposals included experience 
and past performance; scope of 
work; effectiveness of organiza¬ 
tional structure; and fiscal man¬ 
agement, budget, and costs. 

The technical report also stated 
that Continuum’s proposal was a 
“strong collaborative effort.” TARC 
has experience serving the trans¬ 
gender population, and the Asian 
Pacific Islander Wellness Center has 
served many southeast Asian peo¬ 
ple who live in the Tenderloin. 
Continuum is the only free-stand¬ 
ing state licensed adult day care 
program in the city that serves peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS, Glenn said. 

The RFP calls for adequate 
medical staff as part of the con¬ 
tract; Continuum has a medical 
director and five nurses on staff 
now, as well as three social work¬ 
ers. Glenn said the whole collabo¬ 
ration will be hiring more nurses 
and social workers. 

HIV services for people living 
in the Tenderloin have been hotly 
debated by members of the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council, which priori¬ 
tizes Title I CARE funds in the 
city. Last December when the RFP 
was developed, a majority of the 
council felt strongly that the RFP 
give preference to collaborative 
applications, support a roving 
team of providers, and address the 
needs of the multiply diagnosed. 

“Site-based programs haven’t 
met the needs. Roving case man¬ 
agement hasn’t been tried, but I 
think we’re going to be success¬ 
ful,” said Glenn. ▼ 
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A step-by-step guide 
to the CHIPS waiting

: he Centralized Housing In¬ 
formation and Placement 
System (CHIPS) is what 
every person living with 
HIV/AIDS must deal with to get 
placed in housing or receive a 
housing subsidy in San Francisco. 

It is important to realize that 
CHIPS does not create housing; it 
is a waiting list. All agencies in the 
city that have AIDS housing uti¬ 
lize CHIPS for placements. 

Given the fact that there is an 
extremely low vacancy rate in the 
city to begin with, and about 
1,000 units of housing (beds or 
subsidies) specifically for people 
living with AIDS (PWAs), that 
wait can be over a year. Most of 
those beds or subsidies are cur¬ 
rently filled, housing officials said. 

Right now, there are 3,200 peo¬ 
ple on the CHIPS list who are 
awaiting housing, said Anna 
D’Amato, housing operations 
manager at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF), which 
administers CHIPS. D’Amato said 
that since CHIPS was implement¬ 
ed in late 1994,4,700 people have 
been on the list. The 1,500 people 
who are not currently waiting have 
either found housing, have died, 
are in jail, or cannot be located. 

The SFAF took over the opera¬ 


tion of CHIPS last May, and 
D’Amato’s staff has spent most of 
that time improving the system. 

During a discussion on CHIPS 
at the March 10 meeting of the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council, Pat Christen, 
SFAF’s executive director, said the 
waiting list was a “total mess” 
when the foundation took it over. 

D’Amato agreed with that as¬ 
sessment. “Beds were sitting 
empty; housing providers could¬ 
n’t find people on the list,” she 
said. “Before [SFAF took over 
CHIPS], people could be lost in 
two different places, the intake or 
being referred to a program. That 
was the reason people said CHIPS 
didn’t work.” 

That has all changed; today, 
housing providers report a 90 
percent location rate for potential 
clients. 

“We’ve spent the whole year 
putting policies in place and 
working to be more accessible,” 
D’Amato told the B.A.R. 

CHIPS: step by step 

There are four different cate¬ 
gories of AIDS housing in the 
CHIPS program. D’Amato said 
that when people call to get placed 
on the list, they can choose one 
category or all of them. The wait¬ 
ing period for each is also differ¬ 
ent, she explained. 



The waiting periods below are 
estimates only; the actual wait 
time could be longer or shorter. 

The categories, with the cur¬ 
rent approximate waiting periods 
in parenthesis, are: 

• Housing subsidies (1-1.5 years) 

• Permanent housing with high 
level support services (6-8 
months) 

• Permanent housing with low 
level support services (6 months 
- 1.5 years) 

• Transitional (short term) hous¬ 
ing (varies: ranges from “not 
long now” to several months) 

According to D’Amato, the fol¬ 
lowing steps are necessary to get 
your name in the CHIPS system: 

1. You complete a short enroll¬ 
ment form. These can be obtained 
at any AIDS service organiza¬ 
tion. You can also go to SFAF’s 
office, 10 United Nations 
Plaza, second floor, at Market 
and Seventh streets between 9 
a.m. and 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday and ask 
for the form. 

2. The waiting 
begins. D’Am- 
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that it’s critically important to no¬ 
tify SFAF if anything changes in 
your living situation, income, or 
diagnosis, as that may affect how 
and when you’ll be contacted for 
the comprehensive intake. 

3. When SFAF receives your 
enrollment form, you are on the 
CHIPS list. 

4. You now wait to hear from 
SFAF for the comprehensive in¬ 
take. It could be as long as a year 
before that is done, depending on 
your housing need. D’Amato said 
that is because staff are working 
with those near the top of the list. 

5. You complete the 45-minute 
intake process. 

6. You are now able to be re¬ 
ferred to a housing provider. 
D’Amato emphasized that people 
get referred if they are eligible, 
when their name comes up in the 
particular housing category, and 
they have reached the top of the list. 

So you’ve been waiting and fi¬ 
nally, you get the news that your 


name has come up on the CHIPS 
list and there’s an opening. What 
now? 

Referrals to housing programs 
must come from the CHIPS list— 
except emergency housing and 
hospice services, according to 
Chris Harris with San Francisco’s 
Redevelopment Agency. Her 
agency administers the federal 
HOPWA (Housing Opportunities 
for People with AIDS) program. 

D’Amato explained the refer¬ 
ral process. 

First, the CHIPS program runs 
a query to find eligible people on 
the list for the openings. The 
agency receives a copy of the per¬ 
son’s comprehensive intake as¬ 
sessment. 

The SFAF assessments are cen¬ 
tralized. Additionally, they include 
information that the housing 
providers have requested, said 
D’Amato. 

Once that’s done, you will be 
contacted and most likely visit the 


potential site. D’Amato said the 
housing provider does have final 
determination over who is placed. 
If all goes well, a move-in date is 
decided upon, and you finally 
have housing. 

The long wait is extremely 
frustrating for people on the list, 
and D’Amato does understand the 
anger people have about it. There 
is a critical lack of available hous¬ 
ing in San Francisco, she said, and 
that compounds the problem. 

“A lot of people get really upset 
about that [the wait],”said D’Am¬ 
ato. “But this is a waiting list. This 
is not housing. There is not 
enough housing.” ▼

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SFAF’s new book provides housing info 

... But will it lead to 'hard discussionsV

' ot off the press and avail¬ 
able to anyone who’s inter- 
J S ested is a new booklet pub¬ 
lished by the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation (SFAF) that succinct¬ 
ly explains AIDS housing pro¬ 
grams funded through the federal 
Housing Opportunities for Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS (HOPWA) pro¬ 
gram in the city. 

The free book, entitled “Giving 
Life A Home: HOPWA at Work in 
San Francisco,” outlines how the 
city spends its HOPWA alloca¬ 
tions and what types of housing 
assistance are available. The eligi¬ 
ble metropolitan area (San Fran¬ 
cisco, San Mateo, and Marin 
counties) received $9.4 million for 
federal fiscal year 1997. Of that, 
$7.9 million is for San Francisco 
programs. 

Laura Thomas, in SFAF’s pub¬ 
lic policy department, said the 
book was developed with local in¬ 
formation given to Todd Sum¬ 
mers, executive director of the 
AIDS Housing Corporation in 
Boston. Summers’s agency is 
preparing similar booklets for 
other cities. 

The book does not provide a 
solution to the lack of adequate 
AIDS housing in the city, but that 
was never the intention. Rather, the 
book will be used as an education¬ 
al tool, both locally and for mem¬ 
bers of Congress, which passed the 
initial HOPWA legislation in 1990 
and reauthorized it in 1992. 

HOPWA has not been reau¬ 
thorized since the legislation ex¬ 
pired in 1995, but Congress has 
continued to appropriate funds. 

The new book contains infor¬ 
mation about the AIDS epidemic 
here, how HOPWA is used, and 
the unmet AIDS housing need. 
People can get a copy of the book 
by contacting SFAF staff, said 
foundation spokesman Timothy 
Rodrigues. 

Rodrigues said that SFAF spent 
about $1,000 to print the book as 
well as staff time compiling the 
information. The book was paid 
for with unrestricted funds that 
were raised privately by the foun¬ 
dation, Rodrigues said. 

“We printed 1,100 books ini¬ 
tially, but if we need more, we’ll 
print more,” Rodrigues told the 
B.A.R. 

The ‘fucking B.A.R.?’ 

AIDS housing issues are rou¬ 
tinely talked about at the Mayor’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council meetings. But communi¬ 
ty input is somewhat limited in 
that aside from the public com¬ 
ment period, there is really no way 
for the council to consider state¬ 
ments from individuals, nor is 
there an opportunity for people to 
address the council. 

Partly as a way to get more 
community input, the planning 
council formed a housing task 
force in January. At its first meet¬ 
ing, an AIDS service organization 
administrator said there should 
be “hard discussions” about hous¬ 
ing that “don’t take place in the 
fucking B.A.R.” 

With the publication of SFAF’s 
new HOPWA book, staff were 
asked whether it could be used as 
a starting point for serious com¬ 
munity discussions about AIDS 
housing in San Francisco. 

Pat Christen, SFAF’s executive 
director, said that sounded like a 
“really good idea,” but she feels

community meetings are proba¬ 
bly premature right now. 

“Housing is a very complicat¬ 
ed problem with no easy solu¬ 
tions. How to prioritize to focus 
our time involves a variety of 
things. It depends on what we de¬ 
fine as the highest priority,” Chris¬ 
ten told the B.A.R. 

She said it’s not clear to her 
what the best strategy is regarding 
AIDS housing. Christen, who also 
serves on the planning council, 
said the housing task force was 
formed to address those issues. 

“The vacancy rate' is so low [in 
San Francisco], it’s a hindrance to 
finding housing,” said Christen. 

Last month, the task force pre¬ 
sented a plan to create 100-150 
new “shallow rent” subsidies using 
federal Ryan White CARE funds. 
The proposal was unanimously 
approved, and the AIDS Office is 
expected to have the program in 
place by July 1. 

Subsidies vs. buildings 

HOPWA funds are used for 
three primary purposes: capital 
projects, rental subsidies, and sup¬ 
portive services. For the last cou¬ 
ple of years, only 10-20 percent in 
HOPWA money has gone for cap¬ 
ital projects; there was no funding 
for new capital projects in 1996, 
according to Olson Lee with the 
city’s Redevelopment Agency. [See 
related story, next page.] 

The incredibly low vacancy 
rate combined with the fact that 
the city is one of the most expen¬ 
sive areas of the country in which 
to live results in unique problems 
around AIDS housing. 

The issues are divisive, as evi¬ 
denced at recent planning coun¬ 
cil meetings. On the one hand, 
there are those on the council 
and in the community who re¬ 
peatedly call for more rental sub¬ 
sidies so that people can stay in 
their homes and not become 
homeless. 

Conversely, others say that 
capital projects cannot be aban¬ 
doned because they result in per¬ 
manent AIDS housing facilities. 

The debates continue, but 
meanwhile, there are 3,200 people 
on the Centralized Housing In¬ 


formation and*Placement System 
(CHIPS) who are waiting for 
AIDS housing. People are also 
continuing to die. AIDS is the 
third leading cause of death for all 
San Franciscans. 


AIDS trends 

In the early 1980s, there were 
over 8,000 new infections each 
year, according to SFAF’s book. 
Prevention campaigns in the city 
have reduced that number dra-

matically, to about 1,000 new HIV 
infections yearly. 

What were the effective pre¬ 
vention efforts? Ellen Goldstein, 
co-chair of the HIV Prevention 
Planning Council, said there were 
many. 

Early in the epidemic, in the 
early to mid-1980s, there were 
“Bleachman” and “Rubberman” 
campaigns, she explained; bleach 
bottles were provided to injection 
drug users (IDUs), and gay men 
were targeted concerning the need 
to use condoms. Billboards fea¬ 
turing sexy guys went up, encour¬ 
aging men to “be rubbermen.” 

Agencies started forming, such 
as Stop AIDS Project, that began 
holding discussions for gay men. 

“That had a huge impact,” 
Goldstein said. “A lot was educa¬ 
tional, and a lot had group dis¬ 
cussion components.” 

Although initially targeted to 
gay men, HIV prevention pro¬ 
grams changed and agencies 
formed to target communities of 
color, IDUs, and heterosexuals, 
she said. 

“Now, there’s a need for be¬ 
havior maintenance and encour¬ 
aging safe behaviors,” Goldstein 
said. “San Francisco has people 
who keep moving here, and 
young people need information.” 
▼

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Combination of subsidies, capital projects needed 

Report of SF’s HOPWA program reviewed

O nly about 20 percent of the 
$7.4 million San Francisco 
received through the feder¬ 
al Housing Opportunities for Per¬ 
sons with AIDS (HOPWA) pro¬ 
gram for the 1996 federal fiscal 
year was spent on capital projects, 
while 30 percent went for rental 
assistance, according to Redevel¬ 
opment Agency Housing Pro¬ 
gram Manager Olson Lee. 

Most of the money, 44 percent, 
funded supportive service con¬ 
tracts that provide various ser¬ 
vices to individuals and house¬ 
holds residing in HOPWA- and 
CARE- (the federal Ryan White 
CARE Act) funded housing. 

Lee presented the Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency’s annual report to 
members of the Mayor’s HIV 
Health Services Planning Council 
last Monday, March 24. 

During his presentation, he 
said that one of the agency’s goals 
this year is to begin updating San 
Francisco’s five-year AIDS hous¬ 
ing plan, which nearly everyone 
agrees is outdated. For example, 
the five-year housing plan, com¬ 
pleted in May 1994, recommends 
that 64 to 74 percent of HOPWA 
funds be used for development of 
capital projects. 

In reality, the percentage of 
HOPWA money spent on capital 
projects hasn’t been that high in 
recent years, as the 20 percent fig¬ 
ure indicates. 

’96 program year 

Lee told the council that “1996 
was a period of getting programs

up and running,” adding that no 
new capital projects were funded. 
“The funding we did do in 1996 
was for existing projects.” 

Two of those, the Hazel Betsy 
House and Leland Avenue House, 
were completed during the 1996 
program year (February 1996 to 
January 1997). Lee pointed out 
that to date, 27 units and 211 beds 
have been assisted with HOPWA 
money. Of those, nine units and 
151 beds are operating now. 

“The initial five-year housing 
plan is very capital project-em¬ 
phasized,” Lee said. 

The HOPWA program pro¬ 
vides AIDS housing through con¬ 
struction of housing projects, in¬ 
cluding licensed 24-hour care fa¬ 
cilities, and providing rental sub¬ 
sidies. The rental assistance pro¬ 
gram currently serves 318 house¬ 
holds, Lee said. 

The goal is to provide subsi¬ 


dies to 340 households by January 
1998, the end of the 1997 pro¬ 
gram year. That would be an in¬ 
crease of 32 slots, Lee said. 

The subsidy program provides 
the difference between 30 percent 
of household income and the unit 
rent. If a person received $300 per 
month in General Assistance and 
wanted to rent a $600-per-month 
studio, the person would pay less 
than $90 per month; HOPWA 
would pay the rest, Lee told the 
B.A.R. 

A breakdown of 1996 HOPWA 
money shows the following: 

• Supportive services, $3.3 mil¬ 
lion; 

• Existing capital projects, $1.5 
million; 

• New capital projects, none; 

• Rental assistance, $2.3 million; 

• Administrative, technical assis¬ 
tance, $270,000.

’97 program year 

The city received $7.9 million 
in HOPWA funds for fiscal year 
1997, a slight increase over the 
previous year. The projected 
breakdown is as follows: 41 per¬ 
cent for supportive services; 30 
percent for rent subsidies; and ten 
percent for capital projects. 

“Funds from prior years in the 
amount of $3 million are being 
budgeted for new mixed-popula¬ 
tion capital development, with no 
demand for future CARE or 
HOPWA supportive services 
funds,” the report stated. 

Lee said his that mixed popula¬ 
tion housing is something that 
should continue. It involves capital 
projects that have some AIDS 
housing units, mixed with units for 
other populations; such arrange¬ 
ments, according to Lee, more ac¬ 
curately reflect the “real world.” Ad¬ 
ditionally, not as much HOPWA 
money is spent, and housing is 
generally available sooner. 

For example, he said a 30-unit 
facility at Third and Harrison 
streets has ten units designated for 


persons living with AIDS. 
HOPWA money was used to con¬ 
struct those units. The remaining 
20 units will be utilized by low-in¬ 
come tenants. 

“We worked in a collaborative 
effort with the mayor’s office,” Lee 
said of the mixed population ef¬ 
fort. “We hope to continue that in 
1997. The collaboration was not 
without some problems, mainly 
with overlapping requirements.” 

A breakdown of 1997 HOPWA 
money shows the following: 

• Supportive services, $3.3 mil¬ 
lion; 

• Existing capital projects, 
$804,000; 

• New capital projects, $4 mil¬ 
lion; 

• Rental assistance, $2.4 million; 

• Administrative/technical assis¬ 
tance, $400,000. 

Ongoing development 
needed 

During Lee’s presentation last 
week, council member Will Carter 
asked if the Redevelopment 
Agency was going to work with 
the council’s housing task force in 
updating the AIDS housing plan. 
Lee said that the agency would 
work with the council’s AIDS 
housing group. 

Lee concluded by emphasizing 
that funding for AIDS housing 
programs needs to be a combina¬ 
tion of rent subsidies and capital 
projects. “The ongoing develop¬ 
ment of HOPWA capital projects 
is necessary to ensure a future sup¬ 
ply of affordable housing not de¬ 
pendent on rent subsidies,” he said. 

Increases in the number of 
rental subsidies alone does not 
meet the needs for many PWAs. 
Additionally, a “lack of units avail¬ 
able at the permitted HOPWA 
rent levels is a problem,” the re¬ 
port stated. T 


BAY Positives turns over 
for younger leadership

B ay Area Young Positives (BAY Positives) is one of the few agen¬ 
cies that provides peer-based psychosocial services to young 
people who are HIV-positive. In keeping with that philoso¬ 
phy, three of the organization’s administrators have resigned, in 
part because they all realized they weren’t young anymore, in terms 
of the population they serve, and felt it was time to move on. 

Executive Director Antigone Hodgins, 28, and Program Direc¬ 
tor Jennifer McGaugh, 29, leave this Friday, April 4. Joseph Balaoro, 
27, director of operations, left last month. All are HIV-positive, and 
all were younger, obviously, when they first started working at BAY 
Positives in 1994. 

“The three of us independently of each other realized it was time 
to leave, so it sort of happened organically,” McGaugh told the 
B.A.R. “It’s a really good thing.” 

The three are also the last of those originally hired and are the 
oldest staff members, she added. 

“We work with people 26 and under; we’re all older than that,” 
McGaugh explained. 

BAY Positives has a core group of about 180 members ages 26 
and under, with other young people often attending various events 
sponsored by the organization. 

The three staff members all gave several months’ notice in order 
to help with the transition period, and they have worked with those 
replacing them, said McGaugh, adding that a couple of in-house 
promotions took place. 

Ramon Martinez is now director of operations, and Gilbert 
Pickett was promoted to director of programs. A search is under¬ 
way for the new executive director. 

McGaugh said that she, Hodgins, and Balaoro all feel strongly 
about the agency’s mission. 

“We really believe in the peer-based model and in hiring [HIV] 
positive, younger people,” she said. ▼

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‘Jay DeFeo: 
Selected Works 
1952 - 1989 ’

O n a Friday evening in October, 
1955, Allen Ginsberg stood 
amidst a ragtag gathering of fel¬ 
low poets and artists at the leg¬ 
endary San Francisco gallery the Six, and for 
the first time anywhere recited his genera¬ 
tion’s siren song, “Howl’* Among the crowd 
that evening was Jay DeFeo, who was never 
far from the liberating, avant-garde action 
that characterized the Beat scene in San Fran¬ 
cisco throughout the 1950s. A 1958 photo¬ 
graph by Jerry Burchard reveals DeFeo as the 
living embodiment of Beat attitude (and 
beatitude), looking sultry in sandals and 
paint-splattered slacks as she poses in her 
ramshackle studio in front of The Jewel, a re¬ 
splendent sunburst painting. Her challenging 
gaze memorably defines the era. 

Yet DeFeo, who died at age sixty in 1989, 
was much more than a creative mainstay of 
the Beat years, a fact amply illustrated in “Jay 
DeFeo: Selected Works 1952—1989,” a loving 
retrospective currently on view at the Berke¬ 
ley Art Museum. The exhibition traces 
DeFeo’s development from groundbreaking 
early works through the legendary The Rose 
to lesser-known paintings and works on 
paper from the 1970s and ’80s. If the retro¬ 
spective’s parts never quite add up to a satis¬ 
fying whole, there are a number of stand-out 
pieces on display that make a strong case for 
DeFeo’s lasting importance. 

As an art student at UC Berkeley in the 
early ’50s, DeFeo was drawn to both Renais¬ 
sance and African art, and early on she mixed 
elements of classical painting with tribal 
markings. The Bay Area provided DeFeo with 
fertile ground for new forms of creative ex¬ 
pression, and her style developed during ex¬ 
tended trips to Paris and Florence. Returning 
to Berkeley with images of birds, eyes, and 
crosses, DeFeo discovered jazz, found her way 
to North Beach, and fell in with Beat denizens 
such as Jack Kerouac and Lawrence Fer¬ 
linghetti. Highlights from this period include 
the Count Basie tribute Doctor Jazz and the 
truly inspiring Origin , in which DeFeo’s 
broad brushstrokes defy gravity in their up¬ 
ward, heavenly sweep. 

Painting was a transcendent experience for

O ne of the late actor George 
Sanders’ greatest contribu¬ 
tions to culture was found 
in an interview with Rex Reed in 
Conversations in the Raw. “The 
whole world wears a jockstrap!” 
was Sanders’ bitter comment on 
the hypocritical puritanism of so¬ 
ciety, which, even during the so- 
called “swingin’ ’60s,” liked to pre¬ 
tend that sex didn’t really exist. 

Fred Halsted and George 
Sanders would make strange bed¬ 
fellows indeed, but Halsted’s rela¬ 
tively brief career as a filmmaker 
and occasional actor was based on 
tearing off the jockstrap that 
Sanders reviled. Halsted’s first 
film was LA Plays Itself (started in 
1968, released in 1972), and his 
last was Breaker Blue (1988), 
made a year before he killed him- 


rected only one film after Sextool. 
More important, the raggedness 
of his films, their “I-don’t-give-a- 
fuck!” quality, is their strength, 
giving them a raw power and im¬ 
mediacy that makes them watch- 
able in a way that the work of his 
contemporaries isn’t. 

Halsted’s work owes a debt to 
the underground films of Ken¬ 
neth Anger. LA Plays Itself, which 
is perhaps the earliest film to 
show fist-fucking, brings onto 
modern screens the same kind of 
masculine fetishism that obsessed 
Anger in works like Scorpio Rising. 
Halsted’s LA Plays Itself begins as 
a mock-pastorale, with a steamy 
woodland encounter between a 
long-haired blonde guy and a 
hunky brunette whose face — 
typical of Halsted’s films — we 
can barely discern. This extended 
sequence of cocksucking and 
butt-fucking gives way to images

self with sleeping pills. But his 
artistic achievements can be said 
to have ended in 1975 with Sex¬ 
tool, even though his legend con¬ 
tinued through appearances in 
other people’s films and in his oc¬ 
casional writings for S/M maga¬ 
zines like Drummer. 

Halsted was one of a small 
cadre of innovators in the early 
days of hard-core gay features. 
Most of the other filmmakers — 
Wakefield Poole, Jack Deveau, 
Arch Brown — were based in 
New York, but Halsted brought an 
LA sensibility to the mix. Another 
thing that set him apart from this 
group was his pride in how little 
he really knew about filmmaking. 
While the work of Poole and oth¬ 
ers had respectable production 
values, Halsted’s films are rough 
mixes of confusing double expo¬ 
sures and nonlinear narratives. 
While he claimed to have eventu¬ 
ally learned his craft, after 1975 it 
was too late to matter, as he di- 


of bulldozers tearing down parts 
of the city; noisy, car-choked 
streets; and opportunistic en¬ 
counters that occur both onscreen 
and on the audio track, the latter 
in the form of a conversation be¬ 
tween a hayseed from Texas who’s 
just arrived in town and a preda¬ 
tor who pretends to warn him of 
the dangers of the “big city.” 

LA Plays Itself is a film of pri¬ 
vate rituals publicly exposed.

The hunky Halsted 
himself appears as a shadowy 
loner who surveys the grim 
boulevards of Los Angeles from 
his car. Not that the film is devoid 
of humor — in one scene, the 
predator-in-overdub explains to 
the hick about “learning the 
ropes” while Halsted fashions 
what appears to be a noose for 
Joey.

|p went to film school, Su 
II Friedrich has an enviable 
reputation as a filmmaker. The 
42-year-old New Haven native has 
spent the last 20 years in New 
York piecing together experimen¬ 
tal films she has toured interna¬ 
tionally to critical and popular ac¬ 
claim. Tonight and Sunday she’ll 
present three films that form an 
incidental triptych on the individ¬ 
ual’s struggle inside the trap of so¬ 
cially-determined identity. 

Two early films cut her parents 
up into conceptual DNA without 
ever losing the emotional conflict 
and connection. The elliptical Ties 
That Bind (1984) is a difficult but 
loving dialogue with her German 
mother about life under Hitler. 
Sink or Swim (1990) is a harder- 
edged primer on life with and 
without a father who divorced the 
family when Friedrich was 14. 
These two films suggest a nature 
and nurture (if not genetic) gene¬ 
sis of the filmmaker’s genius for 
combining rigorous analysis with 
deeply sensual forms to express 
the ultimately unknowable nature 
of the human heart and mind. 

Friedrich’s latest film, Hide and 
Seek, is an hour-long homage to 
her own young lesbian self. Don’t 
worry, this isn’t “straight” autobi¬ 
ography. Written with her on- 
and-off girlfriend of 17 years, 
painter Cathy Nan Quinlan, the 
film encompasses the talking 
heads of smart urban dykes, vin¬ 
tage educational gender propa¬ 
ganda, and a lyrical narrative fea¬ 
turing some great child perfor¬ 
mances. It will be shown in this 
year’s Lesbian and Gay Film Fes¬ 
tival. 

In a 1990 interview with Scott 
MacDonald you were very articu¬ 
late about your creative process. 

To paraphrase, you start with an 
emotionally charged experience, 
which you then analyze and put 
into an accessible and pleasurable 
form. 

Going back and forth between 
emotion and analysis sometimes 
almost functions like an escape 
mechanism. I’ll start thinking 
about what it was like to be with 
my father, or what my mother’s 
life was like during the war, or 
what it was like to be a lesbian 
child. Then it may become hard to 
think about, or just very emotion¬ 
al. So I think, How am I going to

write this sentence better? Or, 
What kind of structure can I use 
for this series of images? It re¬ 
moves me from the emotional 
mess of it. And when I look at the 
structure, I have to ask if it actual¬ 
ly expresses the emotional stuff? 

What do you do when you're over¬ 
whelmed by the emotion? 

I suppose I have a few beers. They 
weren’t easy films to make. But 
there’s a sense of pleasure when I 
get past a certain hurdle. I may 
start by feeling I can’t think about 
something, and then I make my¬ 
self think about it, and once I 
have, then I have it and can start 
to play with it. 

How was writing the film with 
your girlfriend? 

It was really great to work with 
her, because she’s an interesting 
writer [who] had her own stories 
about her childhood. We used a 
bit of hers and bit of mine and a 
bit of the things we both experi¬ 
enced. She has a good sense of

fire. But they were not entirely 
gotten rid of, and they were cer¬ 
tainly not forgotten.

n 77 minutes, The Mystery of 
the Last Tsar introduces us to 
the lives, deaths, recently ex¬ 
humed bones, and controversial 
legacy of Russia’s last ruling fam¬ 
ily. That’s not much time to con¬ 
vey an era so removed from our 
own as to seem extraterrestrial, a 
set of circumstances too 
grotesque to have been invented, 
complex political issues, and the 
arcane but deeply felt repercus¬ 
sions in today’s Russia, a country 
we have never understood. 

Viewers beware. Director Vic¬ 
toria Lewis artfully (or mislead¬ 
ingly) fills out historical footage 


The exact whereabouts of 
these Romanov relics was taboo, 
if not entirely secret, until the fall 
of the Soviet Union. In 1991, the 
day after Russian President 
Yeltsin’s inauguration, an ex¬ 
humation party dug up the re¬ 
mains of nine human skeletons in 
a wood outside Ekaterinaberg. 
These bones immediately became 
the focus of the latest in DNA re¬ 
search, Russian Orthodox skepti¬ 
cism, and popular mythologizing. 

These recent developments, 
which have made the old bones 
hot news, were described in detail 
by Robert K. Massie in the August 
21,1995 issue of The New Yorker. 
Key to the reconstruction of the 
deaths was a recently released ac¬ 
count by Yakov Yurovsky, the Bol¬ 
shevik officer in charge of the as¬ 
sassinations. Massie’s rendering of 
the once-privileged Romanovs’ 
transformation into a political 
football comprised of forensic de¬ 
tails and DNA tests is a sobering 
meditation on the indignity of 


being dead and the infinitely in¬ 
terpretable nature of human 
events. 

Too bad Lewis and writer Peter 
Kurth couldn’t focus on these lat¬ 
est enlightening developments. 
Although she had access to key 
experts like American forensic an¬ 
thropologist Dr. William Maples 
and English forensic DNA scien¬ 
tist Dr. Peter Gill, Lewis doesn’t 
seem interested in the details. She 
prefers to let Russian writer Ed¬ 
vard Radzinsky dominate her 
documentary, just like Siberian 
holy man Rasputin dominated 
the Tsarina.

bandwagon with its production of 
Brighde Mullins’ Topographical 
Eden, a pretentiously titled but 
engaging play set in Vegas on All 
Soul’s Day 1976. Though the play 
doesn’t ultimately coalesce into 
anything more than the sum of its 
parts, it does prove more interest¬ 
ing than the city in which it takes 
place. 

The presence of Jeri Lynn 
Cohen in the cast always means 
there will be something interest¬ 
ing on stage, and Eden is no ex¬ 
ception. Cohen plays Jeanette, the 
central character around whom 
everyone else spins. She’s the 
wise-cracking, cocktail-serving, 
five-times married “Elizabeth Tay¬ 
lor of the desert,” whose amenable 
presence makes her the fantasy 
mother for a struggling teenager 
(Lizzie Robinson) and the fantasy 
daughter of an elderly couple 
(Miriam Babin and Robert Coff¬ 
man) who work as casino shills. 

Jeanette’s world is disrupted 
when a mysterious lesbian (a fab¬ 
ulously androgynous Lise 
Bruneau) wanders into her life 
and makes Jeanette question her 
heretofore heterosexuality. In ad¬ 
dition to finding her fantasy 
mom, budding lesbian Honey 
also hooks up with ultra-butch 
RJ. (Corey Tazmania Stieb), who 
is pregnant after an unfortunate 
experiment with a penis. 

The random strands of this 
desert rope eventually do come 
together. Kindness and love pre¬ 
vail (not as cloying as it sounds, 
thanks to the crack direction by 
Jayne Wenger), though Mullins’ 
plot brings everyone together too 
late in the second act. Topograph¬ 
ical Eden doesn’t exactly hit the 
jackpot, but it is evidence of a tal¬ 
ented playwright with great 
promise. ▼

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Holy smoke 

'Rocky Horror Superstar'

s far as lip-synched drag 
spectacles go, Rocky Horror 
I Superstar isn’t half bad. In 
fact, the half that’s good makes up 
for all the time wasted trying to 
make the combined scores of An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber and Tim 
Rice’s Jesus Christ Superstar and 
Richard O’Brien’s The Rocky Hor¬ 
ror Show something more than a 
big cross-dressing religious joke. 

The funny thing is that these 
two musicals do fit together in a 
bizarre way, but not until the sec¬ 
ond half, when Jesus of Franken- 
furter is betrayed by Judas Riffs- 
cariot. For the uninitiated, 
Frankenfurter is the transvestite 
demigod who lords over Rocky 
Horror , and Jesus was the star of a 
rock musical in the early ’70s. 
Judas betrays the rock star and 
Riff kills Frankenfurter before 
blasting off to his home planet, so 
there’s a nice parallelism. This 
production seems to be most 
comfortable in the Biblical story¬ 
line, though the first half-hour 
needlessly plods through the 
Rocky Horror plot just so we can 
hear the songs and watch a drag 
Mary Janet give birth to the sav¬ 
ior in a haunted castle. Once dis¬ 
pensed with, the Rocky Horror 
plot resurfaces only intermittent¬ 
ly, and the story picks up with 
Christ’s travails in the Holy Land, 
his problems with the bureaucra¬ 
cy, his eventual crucifixion, and 
his joyous return to the planet 
Transsexual. 

Fused together and directed by 
Ruby Toosday, Rocky Horror Su¬ 
perstar is as blasphemous and 
omnisexual as you might expect 
from producers Terrance Alan 
and the Klubstitute Kollective (a 
continuation of the work begun 
by Diet Popstitute). Naked men 
and women abound, orgies are as 
frequent as group dance numbers, 
and the giant 26-member cast ex¬ 
hibits the energy of a truly druggy 
underground rave, which is what 
this production most frequently 
resembles. 

A Christ figure in torn fishnets, 
garters, black lace panties, and a 
beaded, lace-up corset is a stun¬ 
ning image, and Ted Curtis as the 
holy girl cuts quite a figure. Curtis 
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Ted Curtis is Jesus of Frankenfurter in Rocky Horror Superstar. 


also gets to sing the show’s only 
live number — Rocky Horror's 
“Sweet Transvestite,” which has 
been tarted up with new, not very 
interesting lyrics that attempt to 
marry the two shows in one final 
dramatic burst. Still, Curtis per¬ 
forms admirably, and it’s nice to 
get a break from the mostly badly 
lip-synched original cast and 
soundtrack recordings that supply 
the balance of the show’s music. 

The production also employs 
hip-hop and dance re-mixes from 
Superstar that juice things up con¬ 
siderably. The actual “Superstar” 
number is a groovy slice of the 
Solid Gold dancers (choreo¬ 
graphed by Trashina Cann) that 
brings the show solidly into the 
trendy dance club realm it skirts 
through most of its two acts. 

Rocky Horror Superstar is an 
ambitious undertaking, and 
though the general feel of the 
show is akin to an amateur free- 
for-all, the specter of edgy profes¬ 
sional theater hovers. The set re¬ 
lies heavily on effective rear-pro¬ 
jections (by Flynn DeMarco, 
David Jude, and Larry Ackerman) 
to set the scene, and Jeff Simpson 
and Scott Pimentell’s costumes 
are skimpy, flashy, and funny. You 


know a show has got something 
special when Christ dresses up for 
his resurrection in a gauzy cape, 
white spangled bustier, and the 
ultimate accessory — a crown of 
thorns. ▼

f you’d like to re¬

D Arthur Dong’s new film, Licensed to Kill, which begins a week-long run at the Castro Theatre that 
night. Me’shell’s controversial song “Leviticus: Faggot,” which concerns queer-bashing, is used in 
Dong’s film. Licensed to Kill focuses on the 200-plus murders of gay men over the past three years in the 
United States. Featuring on-camera interviews with seven convicted killers, the film provides an uncom¬ 
promising account of the psychological and social reasons for these vicious hate crimes. The interviews, 
which the filmmaker conducted himself in various jails throughout the US., reveal a wide range of per¬ 
sonal profiles, including: a self-loathing, religious gay man who killed because of his own troubled ho¬ 
mosexual identity; an army sergeant angry over the presence of gays in the military; and a victim of child 
abuse who feared the loss of his manhood. 

Thursday’s event is a benefit for Frameline, the Film Arts Foundation, and Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV). The 8 p.m. screening will be preceded by a reception (6:30 p.m.) with the filmmaker in 
the Castro Theatre mezzanine.

phernalia, they fuck furiously on 
the concrete floor of a garage. But 
the guy turns out to be bisexual, 
and graciously accepts the services 
of a cocksucker who wanders in. 
As in other Halsted Films, the 
characters come and go seeming¬ 
ly at random. There is no attempt 
at characterization — in the 
demimonde of the sex garage 
there are no people, just fetishes, 
body parts, and desires. 

Sex Garage has its share of 
lurid encounters, but the out¬ 
standing one is reminiscent of 
both Kenneth Anger’s bike fetish 
and the car-fuck crazies of Crash. 
A bored hunk arrives; tired of get¬ 
ting head from a wandering cock- 
sucker, he goes for some real ac¬ 
tion and stuffs his hard dick up 
the exhaust pipe of his motorcy¬ 
cle. The film was banned in New 
York at the time because the po¬ 
lice believed it was “promoting 
obscenity.” The fact that the infe¬ 
rior Crash had similar problems 
this year with authorities shows 
just how far we haven’t come. 
Those budding cineastes who 
wish to repeat Halsted’s achieve¬ 
ment will be heartened to know 
that Sex Garage was shot in a mere 
one day at'a cost of $1,800. 

The last of this loose trilogy is 
Sextool. This is probably the most 
complex of Halsted’s films, as it 
employs radical narrative shifts 


and some of the raunchiest sex 
scenes in all of gay porn. Sextool 
features the director’s trademark 
faceless machos: a pair of cops 
who shove a nightstick up a bot¬ 
tom’s ass, and a group of sweaty 
gangbangers who whip, fuck, and 
fist a cornfed blonde sailor on a 
bunk bed without a mattress. This 
scene offers a distillation of Hal¬ 
sted’s world view. The ruthless 
abuse of the boyish, neatly 
dressed, sweet-faced sailor is the 
director’s most single-minded as¬ 
sault on everything wholesome he 
hated in this culture. The sailor- 
boy’s enthusiastic acceptance of 
his abuse is Halsted’s proof that 
the mindless optimism of the 
middle class deserves to be at¬ 
tacked, and he does it with gusto. 
Like the sailor, Joey Yale appears 
as a too-willing bottom, eagerly 
embracing the authentic abuse 
that the real Fr.ed Halsted dishes 
out. 

This triple bill of Halsted films 
is being touted as “lost erotica.” 
What’s lost are mostly the fist- 
fucking scenes, which were 
banned from both the print and 
video versions of LA Plays Itself 
and Sextool, a situation the SF 
Cinematheque and the Castro 
Theatre will remedy — if only for 
one night. T

craft of filmmaking. 

The term "independent film" 
seems to have lost its meaning. 
You've said the same of "experi¬ 
mental." Can you devise another 
term? 

I sort of wish we could just talk 
about film. When we talk about 
painting we don’t talk about inde¬ 
pendent painting and Hollywood 
painting or New York painting. 
There’s just this understanding 
that there are thousands of people 
painting paintings. Some of them 
make tons of money selling them, 
some don’t. But they’re all work¬ 
ing in the same medium. I don’t 
think Ron Howard’s new film 
starring Geena Davis is any more 
important or impressive than a 
20-minute Super-8 film starring 
nobody. All the distinctions are 
really absurd. 

How did you finance Hide and 
Seek? 

I’d gotten some money from the 
New York State Council on the 
Arts and the Jerome Foundation. 
And then I got money from the 
NEA. But then I was funded by 
the Independent Television Ser¬ 
vice (ITVS) in late 1994, and that 
made it possible to do the fiction¬ 
al part of the film. The ITVS 
money pushed the film into a dif¬ 
ferent form than it started out 
being. 

The ITVS gave you $228,000 out 
of a total budget of $300,000. 
That's not a lot of money.

It was a lot more than I’d gotten 
for all the other films combined. 
I’d made 11 other films for half of 
that. It’s not a lot by Hollywood 
standards. 

The film braids together three 
separate films, or levels of dis¬ 
course. Why? 

If I had just talked to women and 
gotten their stories, then I would 
have had a talking-heads docu¬ 
mentary, and that would have 
been really boring. If I had just 
used archival clips they wouldn’t 
have made sense the way they do 
now when I combine them with 
the other two elements. If I had 
just made fiction, then I wouldn’t 
have had all the richness of these 
real women telling these very 
amusing stories about their child¬ 
hood. I love your image of them 


being braided together, I guess be¬ 
cause I had long hair when I was a 
kid and wore a braid all the time. 

Is there a word for this kind of 
mixing of genres? 

Just don’t call it docudrama. 

I promise. ▼

DeFeo, as she suggests in her de¬ 
scription of The Annunciation, a 
mesmerizing large-scale abstract 
“winged vision” from the late ’50s: 
“It is a promise to me of the real¬ 
ization of certain powers creative¬ 
ly — and when I say that, I make 
some association between the 
words creative and spiritual or di¬ 
vine.” By linking her creative im¬ 
pulse with spiritual longing, 
DeFeo endorses in The Annuncia¬ 
tion — as in many other works — 
the possibility of polytheistic 
grace. 

This theme of transcendence, 
which blossomed in tandem with 
DeFeo’s artistic skill, reached full 
flower in two monumental works, 
The Jewel and The Rose, in which 
her gestural strokes and search for 
the divine achieve heroic measure. 
In both works, thickly built-up 
layers of paint radiate from cen¬ 
tral points, creating a sunburst ef¬ 
fect. DeFeo reveled in the physical 
creation of The Jewel, applying 
layer upon layer of paint and 
wounding her resilient canvas 


with g 

The Jewel was merely a warm¬ 
up, however. In 1958 DeFeo began 
work on The Rose, little did she 
then realize that it would entirely 
consume her for the next eight 
years. Incorporating wood, beads, 
pearls, and mica within layers of 
white and gray paint applied eight 
inches thick in some sections, 
DeFeo attacked and retreated 
from her canvas as it increasingly 
obsessed her over the years. Wally 
Hedrick, DeFeo’s husband and fel¬ 
low artist, testifies to The Rose’s 
hold on his wife: “It was driving 
her crazy. She would line up these 
radiating lines and get them where 
she wanted them and would come 
back the next day and go berserk. 
She fought this by working harder 
and drinking a quart of Christian 
Brothers brandy a day and smok¬ 
ing two to three packs of Gaulois- 
es. Her hands would be covered 
with white lead. It killed her.” 
(DeFeo in fact died of lung cancer, 
likely brought on by too many cig¬ 
arettes and years of exposure to 
harsh materials.) 

The Rose took DeFeo some¬ 
where distant and strange, and it 
can do the same for viewers. Yet

displayed almost incidentally on 
the museum’s top floor, all 2,300 
pounds of it hanging next to an 
unsightly freight elevator, The 
Rose loses some of its impact; it 
was seen to better advantage last 
year in the “Beat Culture and the 
New America” show at the de 
Young. (Although the exhibition 
closes in May, The Rose will be on 
view through the end of the year.) 

Elsewhere, the exhibition sags 
a bit with unexceptional photo¬ 
collages and tentative charcoal 
drawings based on household 


items. Several small-scale imagi¬ 
nary landscapes from the last 
years of the artist’s life are more 
intriguing, suggesting that DeFeo 
was evolving, transcending the 
Beat Generation and moving to a

Art disc 

T he age of the dusty old art book 
is behind us. The San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art has 
brought out a multimedia CD-ROM, 
Voices & Images of California Art , 
which replaces the art book’s glossy 
plates with video and audio dips, re¬ 
productions of artworks, artist pho¬ 
tographs, and letters, diary entries and 
other archival documents pertaining 
to eight seminal California artists, all 
available at the click of a mouse. 

It’s a new way to dip into modern 
art for scholarship or fun, and it works 
with Mac or Windows. Each artist is 
introduced by an audio-visual clip, 
and then the user can choose to delve 
into the artist’s Biography, a Gallery of 
her/his works, an Interview, a Photo 
Album, Correspondence or a Scrap¬ 
book. The quality of the reproductions 
is high, and all the data are cross-ref¬ 
erenced for easy access. 

Highlights include a virtual reality 
360° panning shot of Nathan Oliveira’s 
Windhover paintings (can’t do that in a 
book!); video of Imogen Cunning¬ 
ham’s appearance with Johnny Carson 
on the Tonight Show in 1976; footage 
of Edward Weston setting up his cam¬ 
era and calling nature “the great stim¬ 
ulus;” and press clippings on the con¬ 
troversy surrounding Robert Arne- 
son’s bust Portrait of George 
[Moscone]. The other artists whose 
lives and works can be explored are Jay 
DeFeo, Joan Brown, Dorothea Lange, 
and Betye Saar. 

This tour de CD-ROM was devel¬ 
oped by SFMOMA’s Education De¬ 
partment as part of its New Technolo¬ 
gy Initiative. Curator of Education 
John Weber says, “The most surprising 
and gratifying thing about Voices & 
Images is how personal, revealing and 
even eccentric it is on the human 
level— all because of the reproductive 
capabilities of the multimedia com¬ 
puter.” ▼
